{twas a magical feeling, a feeling that took place on Jan. 2, 1984, in the moments follow. 
ing the University of Miant’s stunning upset of Nebraska in the Orange Bowl to win its 
first national championship, 

Howard Schnellenberger was alone in predicting a national title back in 1979, when it seemed 
like the program was about to be scrapped, 

But recruiting from what he called the State of Miami, Schnellenberger not only built a team 
that Would win a national title, he created the foundation for a program that would begin a 10,year 
Tomp unprecedented in the annals of college football, 

Schnellenberger had a five-year plan for prosperity when fe came to coach the Huricanes in 
1979, And it worked, By 1985, the Hurricanes were poised for their dramatic run to the title that 
culminated with their 51-30 win over the mighty Comuskers, a team considered by many to be the 
greatest ofall time, 

Not even Schnellenberger, now the coach at Louisville, could have known how successful 
Miami would be, 

“Could anyone, | mean anyone, really have imagined Miami would ever become such a dom- 
hant program?" Schnellen-berger asks today. “They thought | was crazy for saying that some day 
soon Miami would challenge for the national title,” 

But challenge they did, and once the Hurricanes overcame Nebraska, the rest fel into place 

“Maybe some people did have this dream in mind,” Schnellenberger continued, ‘Maybe those 
early players did, They were the ones who worked so hard and kept on working when virtually no 
one else in the world seemed to care, What they set in motion has become truly special,” 

Bemie Kosar recalls the feeling before the ‘83 season began, 

“That year,” said Kosar, picked by Schnellenberger as the Hurricanes’ starter after an intense 
duel with Vinny Testaverde, “even though it seemed kind of farfetched at the beginning, we talked 
about it quite a bit.” 

And the talk hasn't stopped. Not then anid not now — 10 years after the greatest victory in 
Miami's football history. 

Kosar, now the Cleveland Browns quarterback, was the touchstone of a cast of players that was 
scarcely anyone's ideal of a national ttle contender. The lanky, cerebral kid from Ohio became a

itty leader of not only All-American receivers Eddie 
Brown and Glenn Dennison and linebacker Jay Brophy, but 
such local products as offensive linemen Juan Comendeiro and 
Dave Heffernan, defensive back Rodney Bellinger and defensive 
end Jullo Cortes, 
“I knew we had something special,” recalled Alonzo Highsmith, a 
highly-Louted freshman then, who had just converted from linebacker to full 
back. “There was a bonding going on, from the leaders like Bernie and seniors 
Eddie Brown and Tony Fitapatrick, to the freshmen like myself and Jerome Brown 
‘and Melvin Bratton, We had a closeness and the younger guys felt ike we would be 
able to cary it on." 

No less than seven starters from the ‘85 team played, or are still playing, pro ball, The 
roster, however, reads like a who's who of the NFL. There are more than two dozen players who 
dotted, or stil dot, pro rosters, Many of them excelled, The names range from Kosar, Testaverde, 
Highsmith and Jerome Brown to Kevin Fagan, brothers Bennie and Brian Blades to Joe Kohlbrand, 

Winston Moss, Gregg Rakoczy, Alfredo Roberts and Rick Tuten, 

Many of Schnellenberger’s 85 coaching staff can be found coaching in the pros — defensive 
Coordinator Tom Olivadotti and quarterbacks coach Gary Stevens are with the Miami Dolphins, 
‘while running backs coach Joe Brodsky and tight ends coach Hubbard Alexander just won a Super 
Bowl with the Dallas Cowboys, 

But most ofthe 95 players listed on the '83 roster are out of football, busy raising fanmilies and 
earning livings in other lines of work, There will always be a common tink, though, for everyone 
who had a part in the Miracle of Miami, 

“IL was a phenomenal experience for a young person to go through,” said Fitepatrick, now the 
defensive line coach with the University of Houston, who played middle quard for the Hurricanes, 
“Ten years later, people still come up to me and tell me that Orange Bow! was the best game ever 
played, I've been in contact with a bunch of the guys over the years, but not until recently have | 
started to realize the magnitude of what we accomplished back then, It put Miami on the map, 
‘None of us will ever forget it.” 

Listen to Schnellenberger, who remains in contact with many of his former players: 

“There will always be a spectal place in our hearts for those players who won the fist title at 
Miami, They had to have great courage to come to Miami in the first place, It wasn't the popular 
thing to do back then. They were pioneers, They had something special,” 

Yes, there was triumph for that '85 team, but there also was tragedy, Jerome Brown, who did 
not play in '85, but went on to become an All-American defensive linemen and AlLPro with the 
Philadelphia Eagles, was Killed in June, 1992, when his car went out of control and crashed near 
his hometown of Brooksville, Fla, 

And there was the case of defensive back Lucious Delegal, who in 1989 shot and killed the 
‘mother of his son and then tumed the gun on himself outside a Miami post office, 

After those tragedies, Miami players grew even closer, and a few dozen got together in March at 
a tlurricanes’ banquet to induct Schnellenberger and Fred Marion into the school’s Hall of Fame, 

“There was a spectal feeling in the room on March 4,” recalled Ron Steiner, Miami's sports infor- 
Imation director from 1981-84 and currently Schnellenberger’s top assistant at Louisville, “The hugs 
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and handshakes of players and coaches who hadn't seen each 
ther since the first championship, The fans who nodded when 
Coach Schnellenberger reminded them of the days that only a 
few thousand fans would show up for home games. Something, 
good happened that night because something good happened 
10 years ago. All of them shared the moment.” 

Jeff Davis, the 5-6, 150-pound kicker who put the 
Hurricanes into the Orange Bowl with his last-play field goal to

With the return of a talented offensive line, experienced skill- 
position talent and a plethora of dominating defensive players, there’s 
no doubt the Tide can again reach the top of the mountain. 

The toughest task may be having to beat Tennessee twice in the

Keys to suc ‘ontinued improvement of quarterback Jay

handedly dominate games. 

Keep an eye on: Linebacker Andre Royal and defensive lineman 
Ozell Powell. Both are capable of being true “difference makers.” . . . 
Cornerback tandem Antonio Langham and Tommy Johnson. These 
two are future All-Pro material. 


The Seminoles should win it all... but won't. 

Yes, the Seminoles boast an abudance of talent. 
Yes, the ’Noles have an enviable mix of speed and 
strength sprinkled throughout the depth chart. Yes it’s true, few teams 
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can match FSU’s batch of offensive gamebreakers.

With Coach Gary Moeller having upgraded the offensive scheme 
while adding highly-touted recruiting classes the past three seasons, 
there’s no question that #1 is an attainable goal if the Wolves remain 
focused.

T As long as the Aggies compete in the Southwest 

Conference, they're national championship contenders. 

However, until the team develops a reliable and durable quarterback when 
it comes time to play with the big boys, they'll prove mere pretenders. 

‘The Aggies have dominated the weakest major Division I-A con- 
ference in the nation and that should continue. The running back tan- 
dem of Greg Hill and Rodney Thomas is lethal and dangerous. Yet, 
without a consistent passing game, the duo will never fulfill expecta- 
tions in the key contests. 

Quarterback Corey Pullig looked to have mondo-potential, how- 
ever, he is questionable having suffered a knee injury in the spring. 

Yes, the defensive unit again ranks with the best. The problem 
remains an offensive passing attack. Keys to success: A healthy Pullig 
and advancement from an underachieving corps of receivers. 

Keep an eye on: Cornerback Aaron Glenn and tight end Greg 
Schorp. Glenn has the ability to be a dominant force in man-to-man cover- 
age and might have to take into account the loss of safety Patrick Bates 
(who bypassed his final season of eligibility to enter the '93 draft)...Schorp 
has the ability to rank as the game’s finest all-around tight end. His contin- 
ued progression would greatly enhance the team’s passing attack. 

6. ARIZONA: 
Cats boast awesome combo of size and speed. 
Last season was merely a glimpse of 1993 for U of A fans. 
The Wildcats tested Miami and beat 
Washington, however, they finished the season in disappointing form 
losing to archrival Arizona State, and then to Baylor in the John 
Hancock Bowl. 

Simply stated: This is the school’s most talented team since 
aligning with the Pac-10. 

Quarterback is an unknown commodity, however, the ‘Cats 
coaching staff raves about the potential of Dan White, a transfer from 
Penn State. The offensive skill-position talent is superb, the defensive 
line intimidating. 

Nose tackle Rob Waldrop and inside linebacker Sean Harris are 
leading candidates for postseason awards. 

Coach Dick Tomey entered last season on the hotseat because of 
lack of progress. This season he enters on the hotseat because anything 
less than a Rose Bowl berth would be disappointing. 

‘There's little reason to lessen the albatross. The Wildcats boast 
strength, size, speed and depth. 

‘That's why anything less than a trek to Pasadena on New Year's 
Day could cost Tomey his job. 

Keys to success: Consistent and heady play from White and the 
offensive front . . . Aggressive and relentless mentality adopted by the 
defensive corps last season. 

Keep an eye on: White, who could prove the most complete 
quarterback of the Tomey era . . . Defensive linemen Jim Hoffman and 
Tedi Bruschi. If this duo lives up to billing, combined with Waldrop, 
the 'Cats might boast the best defensive front seven in the nation. 

3 7. NOTRE DAME: 
A veritable plethora of potential stars. 
i aaa The Rick Mirer era has come to an end and until 
IRISH the first snap of the season, if not longer, Coach Lou 
Holtz will whine about the departure. 

There’s no doubt about Mirer’s worth, however, there’s more 
than ample talent to offer adequate support for his replacement. 

The heir to Mirer's throne? Kevin McDougal, Paul Failla and 
Ron Powlus are the front-runners. 

McDougal is the most likely to accept the first snap of the season. 
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Failla has the tools to make it a race and Powlus is the popular choice. 

Powlus, a true freshman, has been tabbed by many as the school’s 
savior. However taking into account the schedule, a discrete baptism into 
big time college football would be the best course of action. 

‘The Fighting Irish schedule is again demanding. Holtz and Co. must 
test Michigan (rated third in Lindy’s preseason Top 25) and Florida State (#2). 
In addition, dates with Michigan State, Stanford and Southern California will 
stretch the depth and durability of the Fighting Irish depth chart. 

Respect for Holtz and the program affords this positioning. 
Many insiders believe this could be a down year in South Bend. 

Keys to success: The development of a consistent and produc- 
tive rushing attack. The losses of Reggie Brooks and Jerome Bettis 
could prove far more significant than Mirer...Progress of phenom 
Powlus...The kicking game remains a major point of contention for the 
coaching staff, having lost Craig Hentrich. 

Keep an eye on: Offensive tackle Aaron Taylor and wide receiver 
Mike Miller. Taylor, who would have been the best offensive guard in the 
country, was switched to offensive tackle in the spring and must quickly 
adapt if the Fighting Irish attack is going to click . . . Miller was once billed 
as the next Rocket Ismail. Holtz could definitely use a Rocket, Jr. 


8. WASHINGTON: 
Quarterback Damon Huard has big-time ability. 

The Huskies are looking for redemption in ‘93. 

Losses in three of their last four games and a flur- 
ry of off-the-field problems tainted the 1992 campaign. 

‘The Huskies will have a different look this season, however, the 
starting lineup remains comparable to most. 

Damon Huard has been touted as the finest quarterbacking 
prospect during Coach Don James’ tenure in Seattle. 

Running back Napoleon Kaufman will enter the Heisman race 
thanks to a top-notch offensive line. 

‘The main question marks lay on the defensive side of the football. 

The past three seasons the Huskies have fielded a dominating 
and devastating defensive unit. While the cupboard isn’t bare, the dif- 
ference-makers have certainly been thinned. 

Linebackers Andy Mason and Hillary Butler key the stop troops, 
however, they may be hindered by a questionable defensive front. 

The Huskies are looking ahead while keeping an eye on the 
NCAA and Pac-10. There's still a chance action could be taken for 
alleged rules violations. The outcome of the investigation could cer- 
tainly have an effect on the team’s performance. 

Keys to success: The emergence of wide receiver Jason Shelley. He's 
the team’s lone gamebreaker at wideout. Huard needs a long-ball threat to 
alleviate pressure from the rushing attack . . . Development of the defen- 
sive front. There's a glaring lack of true impact players along the frontline. 

Keep an eye on: Huard-to-Shelley. It could be one of the 
nation’s most lethal combos . . . Tight end Mark Bruener and Butler 
are two of the best players, at their respective positions, in the country.

The Vols field nation’s most feared offense. 

The Volunteers rank as the nation’s sleeper 
in the race for the national championship. There are various reasons 
and scenarios for omitting the Vols from the Top Five. However, don’t 
underestimate their potential. 

Yes, Coach Phillip Fulmer enjoyed success as an interim men- 
tor last season. However, there's a split in the ranks and the pressure 
to win is enormous. There's a veritable plethora of offensive skilled- 
position talent. However, the defense is one large question mark. 

Last, but not least, the Volunteers would likely have to beat 
Alabama twice, both times on the road, to reach the Sugar Bowl. 

Keep in mind the Vols have bested the Crimson Tide only four 
times in the last 22 years. 


The potential of the Volunteers offensive talent is amplified by a 
superb offensive front. Guards Bubba Miller and Jeff Smith, both 
sophomores, are future pro players. 

Defense, that’s the operative word in discussing the Volunteers this 
season, A decent unit could catapult the Vols to the top of the charts. 
A weak defensive edition will once again leave the alumni wanting. 

Keys to success: Repeating, defense. There are several youthful 
prospects with all the tools waiting for a shot at the big time. However, 
the SEC isn’t a favorable training ground for the untested. 

Keep an eye on: Defensive tackle James Wilson. Wilson has the 
ability to wreak havoc in the opposing backfield, however, he lacked 
the consistency and determination to be a true force last season. He 
needs to heighten his game and become a leader this season.

With Spurrier holding the reins of the program, success is 
assured. The question is the level of competitiveness the Gators attain. 

Dean, replacing Shane Matthews, has shown glimpses of being 
the latest in a long line of superb signal callers for UF. He’s a capable 
passer with mobility and agility. If he grasps the offensive scheme, this 
year's edition could spend New Year's in New Orleans. 

Running back Errict Rhett and cornerback Larry Kennedy have the 
tools to compete for the Heisman Trophy and Thorpe Award, respectively, 

The fact that the Gators host Tennessee will prove the differ- 
ence in the Southeastern Conference Eastern Division. 

Keys to success: The health factor. There are several players 
along the defensive front hampered by injury. If the “mash unit” recov- 
ers by game time, the defensive unit could be the difference between 
the Gators being national contenders or pretenders. 

Keep an eye on: Dean and defensive tackle William Gaines. As previ- 
ously mentioned, Dean is the key offensively.

Why Can't FSU Win National Championship 


By JeFF GORDON 


t the age of 65, Bobby Bowden has 
Aeccrsise virtually everything a 
football coach can. 

ABC-TV and the Walter Camp Foun- 
dation have named him Coach-of-the-Year. 
The Florida and Alabama Sports Halls of 
Fame have already inducted him. 

His Florida State Seminoles have eamed 
six straight top-five finishes in the 
Associated Press poll. He became just the 
third coach in modem college football histo- 
ry to record six straight 10-win seasons. He 
has won bowl games at the end of eight 
straight seasons, a new NCAA record, 

He has won the Orange Bowl, And the 
Cotton Bowl. And the Sugar Bowl. And the 
Fiesta, Gator, All-American, Peach and 
Tangerine Bowls. 

‘The Seminoles have ranked No. | in 
the preseason poll and No, | in midsea- 
son polls, But they have never ranked No, 
1 in the final poll. 

Bowden has built arguably the most 
powerful football program in the country, 
but he is still yearning for his first national 
title. It’s the only thing left for him to do. 

“No, we haven't been No. | yet,” 
Bowden said, as he prepared for another 
run at the title. “We’ve been all around it. 
It hasn’t happened for us yet. We were 
three kicks away in the last two years from 
national championships.” 

No. 1, of course, has belonged to 
archrival Miami in recent years — the 
Hurricanes have won or shared three 
national titles the past six seasons. They 
topped the Seminoles five times in the 
final Associated Press polls during that 
span. 

But Bowden isn’t discouraged. Once 
again, his Seminoles are loaded. Once

again, they are taking aim on the national 
title. It’s time to get busy. 

“We'll have a chance to be No. | early 
in the year,” Bowden said, “and then we'll 
have to try to maintain it.” 

Florida State finished last season 11-1, 
handled Nebraska 27-14 in the Orange 
Bowl and finished No, 2 in the final AP poll. 
Not only do the Seminoles have great return- 
ing talent, but they enjoyed the nation’s top 
recruiting harvest as well ~ by a mile. 

“I feel like Santa Claus came to me," 
Bowden said on national letter-of-intent day. 
Recruiting expert Forest Davis gasped 

at the list of prep All-Americans garnered 
by FSU. “I've been in it 15 years and I've 
never seen anything like it,” Davis said. 
“It’s an assemblage of talent the world has 
never seen,” 

Bowden is especially pleased that he 
landed potentially dominant kicker Scott 
Bentley, and an army of players to replace 
seven key defenders who are gone. 

“This is a good class,” Bowden said. 


whelming pace? 

“| don’t lose assistant coaches,” 
Bowden said. “I've lost one in eight years. 
That gives you continuity. I’ve been very 
lucky to keep the coaching staff I have. 
That's a big factor.” 

So is Bowden’s love of a challenge..He 
takes on monster schedules which, if con- 
quered, lead him to national title con- 
tention. He enjoys playing big games. He 
is very comfortable allowing his players to 
decide the championship. 

So what if his team has never actually 
won one? He figures his day will come if 
he can keep his program rolling. 

In 1991, FSU was cruising toward a 
national title until Miami nipped the 
Seminoles 17-16. In that game, Gerry 
Thomas kicked three field goals for FSU 
but missed wide right — by perhaps a foot 
— from 34 yards out with 25 seconds left 
to play. 

Miami ended up splitting the national 
title with Washington.

“Sometimes you recruit a lot of good play- 
ers, but they aren’t at the position where 
you need help.

In the 
past six seasons, FSU has finished second, 
third, third, fourth, fourth and second in 
the final AP poll. 

The Seminoles are 10-0-1 in its past 11 
bowl games and 1 2-3-1 overall under 
Bowden.

nobody in the country had them winning it.” 

Many experts think Florida State can 
win it this year. The Seminoles were a pre- 
season No. | even before the arrival of 
spring, thanks to the early Football Writers 
Association of America poll. The other 
major polls were expected to follow suit. 

This is old hat for Florida State. The 
Seminoles were the preseason No, 1 in 
1988 and again in 1991 in the wire ser- 
vice polls. “We've found if you get it early, 
it makes it more difficult,” Bowden said, 
“We've been there before, though, and 
that should help.” 

The first time FSU lasted one week on 
top; the second time it remained king for 
12 weeks. In both cases, dreaded Miami 
knocked the Seminoles off the top. 

“It’s different,” Bowden said. “To me, the 
epitome of a great team is the one that opens 
the season No, | and keeps it all year. It's 
nearly impossible, but it’s possible.” 

And what if a team actually does that 
one day? 

“That team should go down in history,” 
he said. “I think you would have to have a 
super football team or a soft schedule.” 

Florida State never has a soft schedule, 
so the Seminoles focus on building a mon- 
strous football team. 

“There's nobody in the country that 
plays an out-of-conference schedule like 
we do,” Bowden said. “Miami, Florida, 
Notre Dame, that’s a heck of a challenge.” 

And don't tell him that moving to the 
Atlantic Coast Conference has made his bid 
for No. | any easier. “We almost got beat 
twice in our conference last year,” he said. 


Florida State also took on the Kickoff 
Classic this season, agreeing to play 
Kansas to open the college football sea- 
son. “You play another game and you're 
already No. 1,” he said. “A lot of people 
are wondering why we would play that 
game.” Well, because it’s there. Bowden 
doesn’t duck matchups. But the early start 
and extra game don’t make carrying the 
banner of preseason favorite any easier. 

“It's a minute-by-minute correspon- 
dence,” Bowden said. “Calls are pouring 
in, Writer after writer. From all over the 
country and out of the country. Other 
teams get so fired up, 

“| know if | look at my schedule and 
see a No. | on it, we'll be getting ready for 
it. If you're No, 1, you've got 11 teams 
right off the bat looking to put a big feath- 
er in their cap.” 

Bowden insists the passing years have 
not made him more desperate for his first 
national championship, 

“A lot of people ask me if it's always on 
my mind,” he said. “Am | obsessed with it? 
I'm not obsessed with it. I'd like to win it. But 
what can I do with it? | can’t take it with me.” 

If Bowden ever does win his title, he 
won't automatically grab his golf bag, load 
up his cart and retire. Once he grabs that 
rung, he knows there will be one more 
rung above him. There will always be one 
more rung. 

“If we win it, then it would be just like it 
was for Dennis Erickson last year,” 
Bowden said. “You've won it once, but can 
you win it twice? It never stops.”

VintaGe YEARS AHEAD For UT

Twenty springs 
ago it was just a way to 
fill a Wednesday night. 
Somebody had the 


bright idea to enroll the Arizona football 
coaches in a wine appreciation course and 
soon the Wildcats’ 29-year-old offensive 
coordinator learned how to tip his glass to 
check the color and clarity; to inhale the 
aroma of a young wine or the bouquet of a 
mature one; to store new memories and 
cross-reference old ones. 

John Mackovic hasn’t lost his appre- 
ciation for fine wines. Without a wine cellar 
because, well, homes in Texas just don’t 
have any cellars, the University of Texas 
head coach stores his cache in a wine chest 
that holds 440 bottles and a couple other 
cabinets that hold another 60 or so. 

“No 1927 this-or-that,” Mackovic 
says of the selection and a quick check of 
the labels will show nothing that would 
make an ecologist pop his cork, unless a 
nice 1982 Bordeaux really stomps your 
rapes. That’s not to say that Mackovic 
doesn’t know a good wine when he tastes it, 
or just how a wine goes from vine to fine. 

Or how a football team does. 

“We were a Nouveau Beaujolais in 
'92,” he says, assigning a vintage to his first 
Longhorn football team. “Do you know 
what a Noveau Beaujolais is? It’s the first 
crush of the grapes. It’s pretty light, it 
doesn’t last very long. You drink it quickly 
and it’s over and you enjoy. Some people 
don’t have much of a taste for it. Some anx- 
iously rush out to buy it so they’re part of 
the very first.” 

Last year Longhorn faithful got a 
splash, and the taste buds said 6-5. Good 
promise, nice bouquet, but no bowl and not

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such a sweet aftertaste. Still, it was the first 
crush and ... 

“As the vintner goes, he makes a cer- 
tain amount of wine from his grapes, very 
quickly,” Mackovic adds. “And then he ages 
his best wines in the oaken barrels for 
years. Twenty years, sometimes, or any- 
where from two to four to five years. All the 
while the wine is in the barrel it’s improv- 
ing and it’s gaining in character and the 
special nuances of its variety.” 

As for the Longhorns? 

“We're not going to be unshelved for 
the next three or four years,” Mackovic said. 

Instead, the Longhorns will be aging 
like a fine wine. Aging and getting depth 
and experience, which may elicit a fine 
whine from some Longhorn fans who want 
success now, if not sooner. 

Mackovic is not ruffled. He knows

fans have expectations. He has expectations. 
But he also knows there's a difference between 
being competitive and having a program that 
can contend for a national title. 

“We were competitive in 1992,” he 
says. “If it’s a matter of, ‘Could you play 
good teams and hang in there and were you 
able to win more games than you lost?’ 
then we were competitive. But if it’s a mat- 
ter of, ‘Did we have a good enough team that 
‘we were able to win eight games or more?” 
then no, we were not competitive in "92. At 
what point we'll be there, I don’t know.” 

Texas has less depth now than it had 
ayear ago — “And I thought we were thin 
in ’92,” Mackovic says — primarily because 
the Horns are losing three players who 
were three-year starters and two more who 
were four-year regulars. Of the 10 return- 
ing starters, five each on offense and 
defense, none have started more than one 
full season. 

The fermentation of the Longhorns, 
not their fans, began with the 1992 recruit- 
ing class, which included three players who 
would start as true freshmen, and contin- 
ues with the '93 class. At least five and 
maybe six of those players could start by 
the end of the year, Mackovic said. 

That influx of talent, coupled with a 
familiarity with the offense Mackovic 
brought in last year, seems to have the 
Longhorns off on the right foot. 

“We’re not starting from scratch this 
year,” said offensive coordinator Gene 
Dahlquist. “Last year we started from 
scratch.” 

That won't be a question at wide 
receiver. Sophomores Lovell Pinkney and 
Michael Adams, backed by Justin 
McLemore and Eric Jackson, are poised to 
give the Longhorns arguably the best 
receiving corps in the Southwest 
Conference.

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“They've got to be two of the best 
receivers in college football,” said quarter- 


back Shea Morenz, who'll try to be the one 
throwing to them this fall. “With two 
receivers like that you know you have the 
opportunity to make a big play any time.” 

They have size. Adams is 6-0; 
Pinkney a solid 6-3, 232 pounds. They have 
speed, Adams runs a 4.38 in the 40; 
Pinkney is the fastest Longhorn at 4.37. 
They have big-play capabilities. Pinkney 
had three touchdown catches of longer 
than 50 yards; Adams has scored on a run, 
pass and punt return, 

“They make us look like we know 
what we're doing,” Morenz says, “even 
when we may not.” 

Slowly, Morenz and junior Chad 
Lucas are getting comfortable. Lucas, the 
backup to Peter Gardere last fall, has always. 
been the afterthought. He arrived with the 
class that featured a highly regarded recruit 
and now faces the high-profile of Morenz, 
regarded as one of the top national recruits 
last year. 

“T kinda had practice when I came in 
with Steve Clements,” Lucas said of the for- 
mer Longhorn quarterback now at 
Brigham Young, “Basically I found out that 
the media and the press make people at a 
certain level before they even get here.” 

Morenz, meanwhile, hasn’t had it 
easy, having to deal with a severely sprained 
ankle that cut short his rookie season, 

“That's what hurt me,” Morenz said. 
“It’s hard to learn when you're sitting and 
watching. You have to take snaps and make 
reads.” 

It’s too early to make a read on the 
quarterback situation. Morenz and Lucas 
will enter fall practice even, and although 
Mackovic is not fond of starting freshmen, 
he says that recruits John Dutton of 
Fallwood (Calif.) High School and James 
Brown of Beaumont West Brook will be 
given a shot at replacing Gardere, the 
Longhorns’ all-time leading passer. 

“What will be the level of quarter- 
back?” Mackovic asks. “Will it be Peter 
Gardere’s level? Will it be a little above 
that? Below that? We don’t know.” 

Such uncertainty is not the case with 
the rest of the offense, which is not to say 
there aren't any questions. 

Junior Jimmy Hakes is the only 
returning tight end, but he was joined in 
the spring by a pair of converts, defensive 
lineman Jon Feick and linebacker Doug 
Livingston. Freshman Steve Bradley of 
Arlington Sam Houston could also step in 
and contribute.

mittee, Hard-running Phil Brown will carry 
the bulk of the load after running for 404 
yards and five touchdowns last season.

SPRING UPDATE 


Spring drills ended with no clear No. 1 quarterback, although judg- 
ing by the performances in the spring game the Longhorns may be just 
fine. Junior Chad Lucas completed 6 of 10 passes for 143 yards, includ- 
ing a 45-yard touchdown pass to Lovell Pinkney. Redshirt freshman Shea 
Morenz was 9 of 15 for 123 yards. 

Morenz also played baseball in the spring and the double-duty gave 
him a sore arm that cost him a few full football workouts. On March 23 he 
went through football practice and then arrived at the baseball diamond 
40 minutes before the first pitch. He then went 2 for 5 with a double. 

“It was really tiring, but | wouldn't do it if | didn’t enjoy it,” Morenz 
Said. Asked if the double-duty hurt his development, Morenz added: “It’s 
hard to say, but | think I've improved.” 

Lucas said he had a new focus this summer. “I have the mental part 
down,” he said after spring drills. “It’s the mechanical stuff, the dropping 
back and throwing, that | have to get down in the summer 

Offensive coordinator Gene Dahlquist said the starter should be 
named by the time the Longhorns start one-a-day practices. “When you 
practice twice a day it's hard for one quarterback to handle everything 
with the first team, but when you get down to one practice a day, it’s hard 
to get more than one quarterback enough preparation,” Dahlquist said. 

Two players, linebacker Charles Harrison and center Tim Crain, 
dropped off the team in the spring. Safety Jon Hunter missed spring drills 
to concentrate on his academics. He is expected back this fall. The status 
of receiver Kenny Neal, who missed spring drills with a disciplinary sus- 


pension, was unclear at the end of spring. 

Running back Rodrick Walker and defensive tackle Shane Rink are 
expected back after academic work at junior college. Running back 
Anthony Holmes is expected to be recovered from a broken leg. 

Several players are trying new positions. Kenny Harrison moved 
from wide receiver to running back; Jon Feick from defensive end to tight 
end; Doug Livingston from linebacker to tight end; defensive tackle Corby 
Brooks to offensive line; and Thomas Baskin moved from tight end to de- 
fensive tackle. 

Coach John Mackovic said the influx of newcomers in the secondary 
will allow the Longhorns to experiment with coverages. “It’s a good year 
for us to work on types of coverage,” Mackovic said. “We have played 
hard, man-to-man pass coverage. We played more zone last year and 
we'll look at playing that better.” 

In pre-spring testing, linebacker Winfred Tubbs graded out with the 
highest bench press (435 pounds). Offensive tackle Troy Riemer had the 
top power clean (370 pounds). 

Mackovic said he hopes to model his program after that of former 
Baylor coach Grant Teaff in one way — experienced depth. Teaff always 
seemed to lose about 17 players, including about 8 of 11 starters, but al- 
ways had experienced players ready to step in, Mackovic said. 

“I call that quality of depth and experience,” Mackovic said. “That's 
what Grant Teaff meant to Baylor football. He didn’t leave many voids . . . 
That doesn't happen in just one or two years, though.”

he game was up for grabs. Both sides were pushing and 

hoving, jockeying for position, looking for the slightest 
advantage. Tempers flared as the action bordered on get- 
ting out of hand. 

Texas put up the good fight holding its own until the brute force 
of Texas A&M's football team eventually overwhelmed it and 
demonstrated its complete superiority over , . . the Longhorn 
band? 

“It’s the first rivalry I've seen where the band’s even gotten into 
some controversy,” Bob Davie says. “You can feel the electricity in 
this game. | bet you can go to the refreshment stand and find 
some controversy.” 

Davie, the Aggies’ defensive coordinator, needn't go that far to 
find confrontation in this game. He finds more than enough 
between the lines to satisfy his appetite, but last year's pregame 
festivities — or hostilities — threatened to overshadow the actual 
game. 

It’s no normal rivalry when an opposing team bulls its way 
through a marching band on its way to the locker room after 
pregame drills, but no one’s ever confused the Texas-Texas A&M 
series with normalcy. 

“It's wild,” says Mississippi State assistant Jim Helms, who

played and coached at Texas and was an A&M assistant. "The 
state is dominated by, run by, the alumni of these two schools, 
The rivalry just grows and grows and grows. There's not anyone 
who sits on the fence and says, ‘I don’t have a favorite.” 

To be sure, there is no shortage of college football rivalries, 
There's one on every corner, these neighborhood shootouts. 
They're so common, it’s surprising ABC hasn’t dubbed a Rivalry-of- 

the-Week. 

But no rivalry is more intense, more bitter, more contested than 
Texas -Texas A&M. All it decides is who has the upper hand in the 
state. 

“The unique thing about this rivalry is you're dealing with peo- 
ple who in essence are the brokers of the state,” says Bill Little, 
Texas’ longtime sports information director. “It is intense, but at 
the same time, people walk away from that game and work togeth- 
er to build the state. We are the haves of the conference. We line 
up on the same side.” 

Except on Thanksgiving, a date that also gives the rivalry a rare 
quality. It’s often the only college football game played on that 
day. 

The cauldron of emotions, though, is what stirs this series, 
which celebrates its 100th game this fall. It’s a series that Texas 
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leads 64-30-5, one that Texas dominated from 1940 until 1984, 
one that the two schools once broke off after a fan was stabbed 
and the two schools feared riots in 1908. 

As former Longhom defensive end Shane Dronett, now a 
Denver Bronco, says, “This is what college football is all about, 
two teams that hate each other.” 

Besides unabashed hatred, Texas-A&M offers more controver- 
sy, more traditions, more pageantry, more trash-talking, more on 
the line (OK, so the Longhorns lost to TCU last year and haven't 
been to the Cotton Bowl but once since 1983), and just more fer- 
vor, Where else than at A&M does a school spend weeks and

the nation has long since quit caring how Minnesota-Wisconsin 
and Missouri-Kansas come out. 
“It’s the biggest thing I’ve ever come across in my life,” Aggie 


Texas. You're playing against people you've played all your life, 
people you grew up with.

Texas and A&M are the biggest state schools in the nation’s 
second-largest state, but there the similarities end. 

A&M students stand up the entire game. Texas students stand 
up only to throw ice on the Aggies. The Aggies have a tame collie 
named Reveille as their mascot. The Longhorns have a rambunc- 


and branded Bevo. The Longhorns, not being 
sore losers, eventually invited the Aggies to 
the subsequent barbeque of Bevo. 

To symbolize their burning desire to beat 
“T.U.," the Aggies spend weeks building that 
humongous bonfire with an outhouse accom- 
panied by a sign that says “T.U. Frathouse” 
adorning the top. The night before the game, 
some 50,000 screaming Aggies attend the 
bonfire. The Longhoms have an Aggie supper 
on Sunday night in the T-Room. 

Texas tells Aggie jokes. Aggies understand 
some of them. 

Texas is Polo shirts and Ralph Lauren. A&M 
is khaki and General Schwartzkopf. 

A&M humps it. Texas hooks ‘em. 

Texas has cheerleaders in skirts. A&M has 
male yell leaders. 

Texas has more ex-students than nearly 
any school around. There's no such thing as 
an ex-Aggie. 

A&M went co-ed in 1963. Texas discovered

The Aggies salute their scores by sounding off 
their French-75 mm howitzer, that is if they can get it inside the 
stadium. Texas banned the A&M cannon from Memorial Stadium 
in 1990, saying it didn’t have room or enough ear plugs to dilute 
the noise. 

“They say theirs doesn’t make as much noise as ours,” said Lt. 
Col. Don Johnson, assistant commandant of the 2,055-member 
Corps of Cadets. “Of course, ours has been firing more lately than 
theirs.” 

A&M returned the favor and banished “Smokey” from Kyle

“To us, they seem like snotty, rich kids whose mommies and 
daddies give them everything,” says Aggie defensive lineman 
Lance Teichelman, who grew up in Austin.

“This game means more to Texas than it used to because 
A&M's the team everybody's trying to catch up with,” says Texas 
Tech assistant coach Dean Campbell, who played and coached at 
Texas and coached at A&M after practically growing up in the 50- 
cents-a-seat knothole section of Memorial Stadium. “But look at 
the Permanent Fund, Aggies resented that for years, They resent 
the fact Austin is the state capital, that the state high school tour- 
naments are held there.

but that didn’t prepare him for 
Texas-A&M. 

“It’s the greatest atmosphere I've ever experienced in a game,” 
Davies says. “When you walk out there an hour before the game, 
you're trying to slow the guys down. We ride over to Austin on 
game day and see stuff written on windows, kids lined up on the 
side of the road. It’s like two big high schools playing together.” 

“| was taught to hate the Aggies,” says former Longhom defen- 
sive back Stanley Richards, now with San Diego. “How can you not 
hate them?" 

Before the 1989 game, the two teams engaged in a fists-flying, 
no-holds-barred brawl! before the opening kickoff. The Longhorn 
players had marched across the field as the Aggies sang their 
school song, and before anyone knew it, a hockey game had bro- 
ken out. 

“You could tell they were scared,” former A&M guard John 
Ellisor says now. “They were taunting us during our song, That 
made my blood boil.” 

Last year’s game was downright civil in comparison with the 
events outside the game. Before the game, members of the Aggie 
band or team apparently defaced a Bevo insignia at midfield, caus- 
ing Texas to touch it up with spray paint for ESPN’s cameras. 

The Aggies, having concluded their pregame warmups, headed 
for their locker room under Memorial Stadium’s west stands. The 
Longhorn band, which was following ESPN's precise timetable, 
was marching around the track when the tuba section found itself 
trying to fend off the Aggie team. 

“Their team went right through our band,” said Glenn Richter, 
the director of the Longhorns’ 320-member showband, which has 
been strong on marches but a tad weak on defending against the 
blitz lately. “It was premeditated. It was like ‘This is our turf, and 
to hell with everybody else.” 


But this was in Austin. Many Longhorns decry A&M's lack of 


sensitivity toward others’ traditions, but at the same time defend 
their own to the death, which, considering the recent outbreak of 
unchecked emotions, may not be far off. 

“Over the years, the Aggies have been good losers,” says Al 
Lundstedt, the Texas business manager for more than 20 years 
but now retired. “They were better losers than winners. When they 
started winning, that was a new thing.” 

Richter, for one, wonders if it hasn’t gone overboard. His and 
the 300-strong Fightin’ Aggie Band marched in a first-ever joint 
performance to commemorate Texas’ 100th football season last 
Thanksgiving, but six seniors and one freshman Aggie band mem- 
ber refused to march. The seniors were ousted from the band. 

“In the last five years, I’ve seen a deterioration of the mutual 
respect,” Richter says. “I don’t think one school is at greater fault 
than the other. I think we may get to the point where we have an 
unfortunate accident and someone's hurt or killed.” 

When about two dozen of the Aggie football players marched 
triumphantly to midfield and danced tauntingly to celebrate the 
Aggies’ victory, the partisan Longhorn crowd hissed in disgust. 

Even many of the Aggies condemned the action. 

“| was rather embarrassed by the whole situation,” Teichelman 
says. “It was definitely premeditated. There is a hatred between 
Texas and A&M. It’s something that gets out of control.” 

Who knows what's on tap in ‘93? 

“We've dominated them the last eight years,” Ellisor says. “We'll 
have to wait and see what kind of heart they have.” 4

“Twas outside running around when 
he came over,” Glenn said. “They told him I 
was fast, so he made me run and touch a 
tree and come back. They said, ‘He’s strong, 
too,’ so he made me pick him up. I'll always 
remember that.” 

Glenn, who was unforgettable as a 
safety and quarterback in the Pee Wee 
league, didn’t need to try out for Texas 
A&M, The Aggies saw his 4.35 time in the 
40-yard dash, his 315-pound bench press 
and his junior college All-American acco- 
lades at Navarro and were duly impressed. 

“His ability just jumped out,” AGM 
coach R.C. Slocum said. 

‘The 5-10, 180-pounder quickly 
jumped to the top of the Southwest 
Conference's impressive list of defensive 
backs. 

Glenn had six interceptions and set a 
SWC record with 20 pass breakups to earn 
All-SWC honors and was the Defensive 
Newcomer-of-the-Year. He was the perfect 
replacement for Kevin Smith who was a 
first-round draft pick by the Dallas 
Cowboys. 

“T didn’t really expect a junior col- 
lege kid to come in here and have the 
impact he did in his first year,” A&M defen- 
sive backs coach Trent Walters said. “He 
shined in every game.” 

In his AGM debut, Glenn had six 
tackles, one interception and two pass 
breakups in the Aggies 10-7 season-opening 
victory over Stanford. 

Tt was more of the same for most of 


the rest of the season as Glenn was steady 
and often spectacular, 

* He ran down Louisiana State’s 
highly touted freshman Robert Davis, pre- 
venting an 84-yard touchdown. 

He had eight tackles against 
Tulsa. 

¢ He intercepted two J.J. Joe passes 
against Baylor, including one in the final 
two minutes to secure the Aggies’ victory, 

* He picked off a Peter Gardere pass 
and returned it for a 95-yard touchdown at 
the end of the Aggies’ 34-13 victory over 
the University of Texas. 

“T didn’t even expect to come in and 
start,” Glenn said. “I prayed about it. I 
guess when you play to the best of your 
ability and put everything behind you, 
you're going to do a good job.”

burned Glenn was in his ninth collegiate 
start. 

Using the run-and-shoot offense to 
perfection, University of Houston quarter- 
back David Klingler befuddled A&M as the 
Aggies gave up a school-record 488 passing 
yards, Glenn had three tackles and four 
pass breakups, but Ron Peters scorched 
him for a 55-yard gain and a 42-yard touch- 
down despite tight coverage. 

“Tt was very frustrating,” Glenn said. 
“One reason was their hurry-up offense. I 
had never played against the run-and- 
shoot. 

“T think it's a game that will help me 
in the long run. Now after practice I doa 
lot of deep-ball drills.”

Glenn has completed his prerequisite

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‘There have been a lot of teams play college 
football. The average fan just doesn’t realize 
how difficult it is to do that. 

“When you look at it that way, par- 
ticularly in the light of how young we were, 
it was really a phenomenal year.” 

The Aggies had just nine seniors and 
16 juniors on their 89-player roster last 
year. They started the first game with little- 
experienced Jeff Granger at quarterback, 
Glenn at left corner and big-play pass-rush- 
er Marcus Buckley on the sideline with a 
mysterious joint ailment. 

“T was very concerned,” Slocum said. 

He shouldn't have been. 

Opposing quarterbacks tested Glenn 
early and often, but he was in the right 
place at the right time most of the time. 

Granger may not have been the 
answer at quarterback, but he got the 
Aggies through the first eight games with 
late-game heroics before giving way to true 
freshman Corey Pullig, who showed why he 
was a Parade All-American. 

Although Buckley missed most of 
the Stanford game, he still played a major 
role for the Aggies as he did all season. 
Buckley, who had two sacks, caused a fum- 
ble and recovered a fumble against the 
Cardinal, earned first-team All-American 
honors with 70 tackles and 12 sacks. 

Tt was a season to remember and a 
bowl game to forget. 

‘The fourth-ranked Aggies, hoping for 
a Mobil Cotton Bowl rematch with third- 
ranked Florida State to keep their slim 
national championship hopes alive, instead 
were pitted against fifth-ranked Notre 
Dame. 

Aweek before the game, the univer- 
sity suspended star running back Greg Hill 
and three reserves for accepting money for 
work not performed. 

‘The game was a downer, too, as the 
Aggies lost to the Irish 28-3. 

“The distractions we had during 
bowl week were a factor,” Slocum said. “We 
had a great season, played a great Notre 
Dame team and didn’t win. I thought it was 
a fantastic year, but the unfortunate thing 
about the bowl loss is that you tend to 
remember that more than going 12-0. 
‘That's not the right way to look at it.” 

A&M, which has lost two straight 
Mobil Cotton Bowls, is hoping the third 
time is the charm. With 17 starters back, 
the Aggies’ time is now. 

“We just want to be as good as we 
can be and see how far we can take it,” 
Slocum said. “We go into every game think- 
ing we can win it. If we take care of busi- 
ness, the end of the season takes care of

‘The Aggies have a defense that is 
always a candidate for postseason honors.

“We can be every bit as good as last 
year,” A&M defensive coordinator Bob 
Davie said. 

The defensive line has a chance to be 
A&M's best ever. 

Junior left end Sam Adams (6-4, 
282), senior nose guard Lance Teichelman 
(6-4, 259) and senior right end Eric 
England (6-3, 264) were all named to at 
least one All-SWC team last year. They have 


315 tackles and 23% sacks. 

‘The linebacking corps, the heart of the 
Aggies’ attacking 3-4 defense, should be as 
tenacious as ever with senior Jason Atkinson, 
the Aggies’ second-leading tackler last season 
with 90 stops, set to lead the way. 

“My major priority is keeping the 
team together,” Atkinson said.

n the madness after Texas A&M beat Texas last 

Jrrenisavin night, Corey Pullig sought out Shea 

lorenz. They spoke for just a moment, with Pullig ask- 

ing about the health of Morenz, who missed the second 
half of the season with an ankle injury. 

Had they had more time, and not been surrounded by 
80,000 or so of their closest friends, Pullig and Morenz could 
have had quite a discussion on the pressure, problems and 
privileges of being a hot-shot freshman quarterback. 

“I just asked how he was doing,” Pullig said. “I knew he 
had hurt his ankle, and I hoped he was doing all right. 

“He had a lot of undue pressure on him. Maybe | didn’t 
have as much as he did, but | could relate because I had a 
little bit of pressure on me.” 

Morenz and Pullig, the top-rated high school quarter- 
backs in Texas two years ago, arrived in Austin and College 
Station last fall with a great big S on their chests. Morenz 
wound up wearing a red shirt after his injury. Pullig became 
a starter and eventually wore a championship ring, but he 
had the Notre Dame defense draped all over him in a 
Cotton Bowl loss on New Year's Day. 

Welcome to college football, 

Although Pullig was rated slightly behind Morenz coming 
out of high school, it didn’t take the Aggies long to realize 
they had something special in the Deer Park product. Pullig 
was No. 2 on the depth chart by the time the season began 
and No. | two months later. 

“We thought he would be a very capable backup and be 
ready to be the guy this year if (Jeff) Granger left,” Aggie 
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offensive coordinator Bob Toledo said. “Of course, every- 
thing moved a little faster than that.” 

Pullig made his move when Granger was injured in week 
eight. The freshman made his first start the next week 
against Louisville, completing 14 of 22 passes for 128 
yards and a touchdown, He had his best game statistically 
the next week against Houston, completing 17 of 28 for 
272 yards. 

“I got more comfortable as the year went along,” Pullig 
said, “Once | began to start, | began to get back into the 
rhythm of the game.” 

There was some blood to go with the glory in A&M's 38- 
50 win over Houston. A Cougar rusher planted his helmet 
on Pullig’s chin, opening a cut that bloodied his uniform 
and required a dozen stitches at halftime. However, Pullig 
ignored the pain and the stain to stay in the game. 

“Most freshmen split their chin open, are bleeding all 
over the place and get stitched up, and they want to come 
out of the game,” Toledo said. “He didn’t want to come 
out, and that was impressive,” 

Pullig breathed life into what was a wheezing Aggie 
offense, A&M went from 24 to 38 points per game, and 
Pullig finished with good numbers — 63 of 126 for 953 
yards and three touchdowns. 

The most important numbers, however, were in the win 
column, Pullig helped the Aggies set a school record for 
wins during a 12-0 regular season. 

Through it all, Pullig displayed a poise not often found in 
a 19-year old. He seemed at times immune to the pressure

of playing quarterback for a 
major college power. 

“His number one quality 
is the even keel that he is 
on,” A&M coach R.C. 
Slocum said. “The good 
things don’t flatter him that 
much and the negative 
things don’t knock him off 
track. He just kind of stays 
on course. At that position 
of all positions, you like a 
steady guy. I think his 
steadiness is the thing that 
impresses me the most.” 

Pullig’s steadiness was 
tested, too. He signed with 
A&M thinking he would 
have a chance to start right 
away after Granger qui

Toledo said Pullig never 
played like a freshman 
until the Cotton Bowl.

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Picking the Southwest Conference race is a given. A no-brainer, The 
Aggies are too talented and too experienced. They've won the SWC by 
three games the last two years and could do it again. 

The tricky thing for Lindy’s, and fans, is trying to gauge the SWC against 
the rest of the nation. The league champion hasn't distinguished itself in 
the last three Mobil Cotton Bowls on New Year's Day, being outscored 84-8. 

Notre Dame's 28-3 stomping of Texas A&M last New Year's Day was an- 
other not so friendly reminder the conference can’t be talking about nation- 
al championships until someone can beat the likes of Florida State, Miami 
or the Irish. 

A&M, again, will be the leaque’s best bet to beat someone like that. The 
Aggies lost only five starters from a 12-1 team that climbed to No. 4 in the 
nation and thought it should have been ranked higher. A&M, which has 
won with youngsters the past two years, will start at least 11 seniors. 

The Aggies are so solid, the only question marks are punter and backup 
quarterback, The Aggies are so deep it’s frightening, Redshirt freshman run- 
ning back Leeland McElroy won't get much playing time behind Greg Hill 
and Ronnie Thomas, but McElroy would be starting anywhere else in the 
league, 

The Aggies did receive a jolt when quarterback Corey Pullig went down 
with a minor knee injury in spring drills, While Pullig will be completely 
healed before fall workouts, the injury gave Aggie fans a scary thought of a 
season without an established quarterback. In that scenario, a SWC title 
would still be likely, but a national championship probably out of the ques- 
tion. 

Texas is another team taking a hard look at quarterback, Shea Morenz, 
the heir apparent, split time between baseball and spring drills, leaving him 
as the backup to junior Chad Lucas heading into the fall. 

If Morenz or Lucas can’t establish themselves, Longhorn coach John 
Mackovic wouldn't hesitate to try incoming freshmen James Brown of 
Beaumont West Brook or John Dutton of Fallbrook, Calif. 

No matter who starts at quarterback, Texas will be improved now that 
Mackovic and his staff have had a year on the job. Games with Colorado, 
Syracuse and Oklahoma will give UT chances to get back in the Top 25 and 
eam the conference more respect. 

Once conference play starts, the Longhorns should flourish with a home 
schedule that includes Baylor and Texas Tech. UT expects to play A&M for

A&M and Texas will cany the SWC banner well, but if the league is to im- 
prove its image around the nation, it needs help from one of the contenders 
— Baylor, Texas Tech or Houston, members of the make-or-break division of 
the SWC. 

‘The good news for the SWC is the second tier should be strong enough to 
get the conference a third bow! invitation and maybe even a fourth. 

Baylor, despite a lackluster 7-5 mark, helped the SWC with a 20-15 upset 
of Arizona in the John Hancock Sun Bowl, That was the same Arizona that 
came within a field goal of upsetting Miami. The same Arizona squad that 
whipped Washington. 

Baylor, under first-year coach Chuck Reedy, should be better this time 
around, The Bears have a solid running attack with quarterback J.J. Joe, full- 
back Robert Strait and emerging tailback Brandell Jackson complemented 
by the best offensive line in the conference. 

The Bears should have enough experience to avoid last year's 0-2 start, 
that included an embarrassing 10-9 home loss to Louisiana Tech. Freedom 
Bow! winner Fresno State comes to Waco for the season opener before 
Baylor travels to Colorado and Utah State. 

Reedy is talking about the Bears winning a national championship in five 
years, but first they need to win a SWC crown, 

‘Texas Tech and Houston will be the leaque’s highest scoring teams, but 
defense will ultimately decide if either challenges for the crown. 

Tech lost only two offensive starters from a unit that averaged 425 yards 
per game, which was 17th in the country. Split end Lloyd Hill led the nation 
in receiving yards per game with 114,6, Running back Byron “Bam” Morris 
added 1,279 yards rushing and quarterback Robert Hall has 5,014 career 
passing yards. 

‘The Red Raiders’ problem is defense. Tech allowed 418 yards per game 
last year and returns only five starters. 

Tech has switched its defensive alignment to a 4-4, utilizing a rover in- 
stead of a strong safety, 

‘Things better click on defense in a hurry for the Red Raiders, who have 
one of the toughest schedules in the country, In a five-week span, Tech trav- 
els to Nebraska, Georgia and Baylor followed by home games with Texas 
A&M and North Carolina State, 

Houston is another team that needs help on defense, The Cougars al- 
lowed 411 yards per game and a school-record 386 points in a 4-7 season. 
The Cougars went to the junior colleges looking for immediate help. 

There's no such problem on offense where quarterback Jimmy Klingler 
is a Heisman Trophy candidate. Klingler led the nation in total offense, 
passing for 3,818 yards and 32 TDs, But trying to replace three starting line- 
men could be a problem. If the line doesn’t mesh, UH's fabled run-and- 
shoot offense will be grounded, but the change in coaches could generate 
momentum. 

Rice, which has gradually improved under Coach Fred Goldsmith, could 
take a dip without running back Trevor Cobb. The Owls, coming off their 
first winning season since 1963, are banking on quarterback Bert Emanuel 
and a solid offensive line. 

Rice tried to upgrade its schedule and will open the season against Ohio 
State in Columbus, where a strong showing could set the tone for the season. 

‘Texas Christian fans had a tough time swallowing last year's 2-8-1 season 
under rookie coach Pat Sullivan, even if he did win the Heisman Trophy 
once upon a time. TCU had returned 16 starters off a 7-4 team, but the 
Frogs could only post a 1-6 leaque mark, 

Luckily for Sullivan, that win came against Texas, the first time since 
1967 that TCU beat the Longhorns. 

TCU returns seven defensive starters and Sullivan recruited several junior 
college offensive linemen in an attempt to reverse last year's fall. 

Southern Methodist was one of the nation’s surprises last year, posting a 
5.6 record, its best effort since returning from the NCAA death penalty four 
years ago. 

Things could be tough again in Dallas trying to replace 15 starters.

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Rookie Coacu Has VETERAN IDEAS

1997, he hopes the Bears 
are celebrating their first national champi- 
onship. 

But Reedy is also a realist. 

He knows that his first season will have 
its share of heartaches and frustration. Taking 
the Bears to a third straight bow! game would 
be a major task for any coach, 

Baylor faces a killer schedule that 
includes road games against Colorado, 
Georgia Tech, Fresno State and Texas. Reedy 
must rebuild a defense that returns only three 
starters. Key positions like wide receiver and 
tailback must be filled even though seven 
offensive starters return, 

“We realize we have a young football 
team that is very inexperienced in a lot of 
areas,” said Reedy, who was Teaff’s offensive 
coordinator from 1990-92, “We're going to be 
a good team. But when that happens remains 
to be seen. 

“Some guys will obviously have to step 
up and play big roles. We've tried to accelerate 
the maturing process of these kids with some 
intense spring workouts.” 

‘The theme around Floyd Casey 
Stadium in the spring was “Let’s Get 
Physical.” Reedy and his staff put the Bears 
through some of their toughest, most 
exhausting workouts that they have experi- 
enced. 

Several players were forced to end 
spring workouts early because of injuries. 

“We want to be the most physical team 
in the country,” Reedy said. “Our coaching 
staff went to watch Alabama practice this 
spring and their practices were very physical.

I've just always believed in that philosophy.” 

“It’s been rough out there,” said Baylor 
defensive end Scotty Lewis, “Everything is 
faster and harder, The contact is more brutal, 
You see a lot of people walking around with 
casts.” 

Reedy believes his staff will be one of 
the best in the country, Among the seven new 
full-time coaches are a pair with previous col- 
lege head coaching experience — Jack Crowe 
and Bob Cope. 

Crowe led Arkansas to the 1991 
Independence Bowl before he resigned under 
pressure last season. Crowe and Reedy worked 
together for three seasons at Clemson in the 
mid-1980s, Cope was the head coach at Pacific 
from 1983-88, 

“Jack (Crowe) and I work well togeth- 
er,” Reedy said. “I know how he thinks and he 
knows how I think. He brings a lot of experi-

“Obviously, I've got a lot of anxiety 
because everything is my first as a head coach. 
But the thing that gives me confidence is my 
staff. They are excited, experienced and have 
won championships.” 

‘The Bears head into this season with a 
great deal of momentum. The Bears’ 7-5 fin- 
ish may not look that impressive, but they 
won six of their last eight games capped by an 
upset of Arizona in the John Hancock Bowl. 

“Our attitude is a lot better coming 
into this year than last season,” said Baylor 
quarterback J.J. Joe. “After we lost to Indiana 
in the Copper Bowl (in 1991), we were down. 
But beating Arizona last year is something we 
can build on.” 

“Winning that bow! game was a great 
feeling,” Lewis said. “Now, we know we can do 
anything if we put our minds to it.” 

After Reedy became Baylor’s offensive 
coordinator in 1990, Joe stepped in at quarter- 
back at midseason and has been there ever 
since, Joe has compiled an 18-9-1 record dur- 
ing three years as the Baylor starter. 

Joe is a deft operator of Reedy's veer 
offense and a dangerous passer who has com- 
piled 5,054 yards of total offense. In the last 
two years, Joe has thrown for 3,618 yards and 
21 touchdowns. 

“J,J.'s maturity, leadership qualities 
and understanding of the game can’t be over- 
stated,” Reedy said. “He does a lot of things 
well.” 

With Joe at the controls, the Bears 
rang up 404.7 yards per game and had the 
most balanced attack in the Southwest 
Conference last season. Joe believes that the 
addition of Crowe at offensive coordinator will 
add more wrinkles to the offense, 

“Coach Crowe will add a little more 
diversity,” Joe said. “I think we can improve 
over last year.” 
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Joe’s backup, Adrian Robinson, showed 
reat potential as a runner last season, but 
needs to improve on his passing. The 6-2, 200- 
pound sophomore’s development was set back 
bya knee injury that kept him out most of the 
spring. 

After a disappointing junior year, full- 
back Robert Strait (6-1, 260) is looking for a 
reat senior year. The senior 


corps last season. 

“Offensively, our biggest concern is 
replacing Melvin and Reggie,” Reedy said. 
“Both guys made so many big plays. We don’t 
have anyone with Melvin’s ability.” 

‘The only returning receiver with any 
experience is fifth-year senior Marvin Callies,

Now, the entire starting unit is

“Tf T want to accomplish 
what I came here to do, I need 
to have a big year,” Strait said, 
“T didn’t get as many carries as 
I wanted last year. I won't hold 
anything back.” 

Baylor's depth at full- 
back is outstanding. Bradford 
Lewis exploded for 402 yards 
with a 7.2 average last season, 
while John Henry has rushed 
for 783 yards in the past two

‘The Raiders consider themselves not 
unarmed against such foes since they have nine 
starters returning from an offense that averaged 
423.6 yards per game a year ago, best in school 
history and 17th in the country. 

Tech focused its off-season work on 
retooling a defense that, unfortunately, 
diluted the overall good, The Raiders fin- 
ished 5-6 in 1992 and 95th in the nation in 
total defense, 

Defensive coordinator Carlos 
Mainord left in February for a position with 
the Chicago Bears. Dykes did not immedi- 
ately designate a staff member as defensive 
coordinator, but the Raiders moved forward 
nonetheless, committing themselves in 
spring drills to the 4-4 defense. 

A handful of Pac-10 Conference teams 
deploy out of the 4-4, Washington most 
notably, Tech will settle for just doing better 
than last season, when it allowed 332 points. 

‘That was, by comparison, 45 points 
more than the Raiders generated. The 
offense was none too shabby last season. It 
could outdo 92 since quarterback Robert 
Hall proved in the spring he was back at 
peak efficiency and the Raiders have only to 
replace offensive linemen Stance Labaj and 
Charlie Biggurs and part-time tight end 
starter Don Hasley, 

Split end Lloyd Hill drew first-team 
notice on four All-American squads a year 
ago, when he recorded 76 receptions for 
1,261 yards and 12 touchdowns, all school 
records. Hill led NCAA Division I-A 
receivers in yards per game and either had 
90 or more yards receiving or scored a 
touchdown against 10 of the 11 opponents. 

In tandem with Morris, he gave the 
Raiders one of the country’s best 1-2 punches. 
Morris ran 242 times for 1,279 yards, ninth in 
the nation, and scored 10 touchdowns. 
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“At those positions, I'd say we can cer- 
tainly hold our own,” Dykes said. “There are 
not going to be any that are much better.” 

Tech’s offense, in fact, became only 
the third in NCAA history to feature a 
1,200-yard receiver and a 1,200-yard rusher 
in the same year. Morris and Hill followed 
Oklahoma State’s Barry Sanders and Hart 
Lee Dykes, who achieved the 


for time behind Morris. 

Stocky fullback Larry Starr is a 
straight-ahead runner and strong blocker 
who was named the most improved player 
after spring practice. 

Left tackle Stacey Petrich and center 
Brad Elam each have 22 career starts, Left 
guard Bingo Mancillas started most of last

‘Anytime you have something that’s not working and you change, | think it puts more confidence in your play- 
ers,” nose tackle Chris Ori said, “There's more enthusiasm, more electricity in the huddle and on the field than | can 


ever remember us having.” 


Senior cornerback Donny Brooks called Tech's new approach “reckless.” “We played laid-back football the last few 


years,” Brooks said. 


Tech fared relatively well in the injury department during spring practice. Inside linebacker Jabbar Thomas missed most of 
the spring witha fractured fibula, the non-weight bearing bone in the lower leg, but emerged as the top backup on the depth chart 

Robert Johnson, the first team rover for most of spring drills, lost the top spot on the depth chart when he missed the final 
week with a sprained knee ligament. The injury did not require surgery, and Johnson is expected to be at full-speed well before 


the Raiders report in August. Coaches listed converted safety Dee Foster ahead of Johnson coming out of spring practice. 


Offensive lineman Scott Fitzgerald elected to have arthroscopic shoulder surgery in March. The Raiders already were 


holding Fitzgerald out of contact drils, because he was recovering from off-season stomach surgery. 


Offensive right tackle Mike Moore entered spring drills as the anticipated successor to three-year starter Charlie 
Biggurs. Moore, however, had a bout with high blood pressure and sat out the final week of drills. His status was undeter- 


‘mined at the conclusion of spring drills. 


Redshirt freshman linebacker Jerome Lang sat out the spring with a lower back strain. 


The Raiders made a handful of position changes in 
spring practice. Sophomore Jamie Gibbs moved from I- 
back to strong-side linebacker and is second team going 
into the fall, Junior Byron Wright moved from linebacker to 
defensive end and also is second team. Sophomore Rebert 
‘Mack shifted to free safety after he saw limited action as a 
receiver last season. 

Wright held first team status for much of the spring. 
However, Tech coaches ultimately settled on Shawn Jackson 
‘and Damon Wickware as the starting defensive ends. 

Sophomore backups Claskel Freeman and Byron 
Baker made numerous big plays in intrasquad scrimmages.

Fresno State - California’s Best Kept Secret 


By Tom WHEATLEY 


nthe long run — and it’s been a wonderfully long 
[- — Jim Sweeney has no regrets about sticking 
with Fresno State University, 

After two years at Fresno, he left to tinker as an 
NFL assistant in 1978 with the Oakland Raiders and 
in 1979 with the St. Louis Cardinals. 

Both of those teams ended up moving, disap- 
pointing their loyal fans, 

Sweeney ended up back in the San Joaquin 
Valley, turning Fresno State into a Top 25 gate-crash- 
er and himself into the most popular California 
Raisin of them all. 

He almost left again. Cardinals owner Bill Bidwill 
twice made him a finalist as head coach, when Gene 
Stallings was hired in St. Louis and again when 
Stallings was fired in Phoenix, 

“To be a head football coach in the NFL would 
have been the icing on the cake,” said Sweeney, who 
will be 64 when he begins his 16th year at Fresno 
this fall “It's not something | think daily about.” 

He came about as close as a dreamer can to liv- 
{ng his dream with the Cardinals. 

“The first time, in 1987, Bidwill told me to have 


my lawyer look at the contract,” Sweeney said. “Then 
I told him what | thought had to be done with the 
team. He never signed the contract.” 

Enter Stallings, who exited after eleven games in 
1989, 

“[had my interview,” Sweeney recalled, “and (gen- 
eral manager) Lany Wilson said, ‘We're gonna inter- 
view one more guy.’ They hired that guy, Joe Bugel.” 

Sweeney has had other chances to leave Fresno, 

“I've been contacted many times by other 
Division One schools,” he said, “My first dream was 
to coach at Notre Dame, like all good Catholic kids 
growing up. But Fresno State has been extremely 
good to me — and good for me. 

“And I love the community. And that has been 
tetumed.” 

Talk about a win-win situation, 

Under Sweeney, Fresno is 124-47-2. The low-pro- 
file Bulldogs managed to bull their way into the Top 
25 rankings four times, including this past season, 

Through 1992, he had sent 25 players to the NFL. 
The list includes Henry Ellard and Michael Stewart of 
the Rams, Stephone Paige of the Chiefs, Stephen

Baker of the Giants, James Williams of the Bills, Ron 
Cox of the Bears, Aaron Craver of the Dolphins and 
David Grayson and Marquez Pope of the Chargers. 

Sweeney has had an unbeaten team (11-0-1) in 
1985, and since then, Fresno is the winningest team 
in the West (PAC-10, WAC or Big West) with a 74-18-2 
record, 

His past two teams have led the nation in scoring 
offense, Last year’s squad was also second in total 
offense and the only team in the country to rank in 
the Top 20 in both rushing (16th) and passing (16th). 

Last year marked another milestone. The 
Bulldogs upgraded from the Pacific Coast Athletic 
Association to the Westem Athletic Conference, They 
went 9-4, winning one-third of the conference title 
and ranking No, 24 in the AP poll and No. 22 in the 
CNN/USA Today poll. 

The icing on this cake, though, was the Freedom 
Bowl. Fresno laid a 24-7 whipping on Southem Cal, 
the big kid from the big city of Los Angeles, 

“The Freedom Bowl helped us to no end,” 
Sweeney said. “There was Fresno State, playing USC 
with little or no chance given to ‘em,” 

For years Sweeney, his teams and his fans have 
been ignored by the national media. The Bulldogs 
made some noise in Anaheim by letting Freedom ring, 

Calling it the school's biggest game ever, an esti- 
mated 28,000 Fresno fans — billing themselves as 
the Red Wave — happily made the 4-1/2 hour com- 
mute south, Every charter bus in the San Joaquin 
Valley was spoken for, with more than 75 being com- 
mandeered for the trek. 

On the sidelines with Sweeney were several of his 
proteges in the NFL, including Ellard and Stewart of 
the Los Angeles Rams. 

“They said, ‘Coach, we have never ever heard the 
consistent roar of the crowd like this playing for the 
Rams',” Sweeney said, “The decibels were tumed up 
high. And the Red Wave is growing,” 

It was a wonderful party for the coach and the 
fans who grew together, along with the program, 

When Sweeney arrived in 1977, an average crowd 
was under 10,000. Attendance jumped to 21,000 per 
game in 1981, the team’s second season in Bulldog 
Stadium. Average attendance jumped to 26,000 in 
1984 and 35,000 by the end of the decade, 


That Red Wave surge, powered by 25,000 season 
tickets, caused Bulldog Stadium to be enlarged to 
41,000 seats, 

In one of Sweeney's many classic lines, he called 
his ‘77 team “stadium builders,” his ‘82 team “stadi- 
um fillers” and his '88 Big West championship team 
“stadium expanders.” 

With the sixth-best record among active Division 
One coaches, one might think Sweeney is bored with 
being a big frog in a small pond, 

And he might have been, if the pond hadn't sud- 
denly enlarged. 

“What renewed my enthusiasm was the move to 
the WAC,” Sweeney said. “That was a tremendous 
source of energy to me. Our good efforts would be 
rewarded,” 

The little program that could had chugged up 
another hill, 

Past landmarks seem almost quaint now. In 
1987, UCLA condescended to let Fresno come to 
town for a non-league game. 

The Bulldogs were uncharacteristically short on 
offense, Kevin Sweeney, the coach's record-setting 
quarterback, had graduated. 

“We didn’t have a quarterback who had played,” 
Sweeney said, “but we had a great defensive team. 
We had probably 10,000 people at that game (out of 
49,000 total), 

“Troy Aikman was a senior at UCLA then, and we 
sacked him 11 times. We got beat 17-0, but the kids 
played great and the crowd was great, And it was a 
big thing for us to be playing in the Rose Bowl. 

“After the game, | take the players and run over 
to the fans to say thanks, And everybody's cheering. 

Terry Donohue, the UCLA coach, said later, ‘This 
is a benchmark for UCLA. Our opponent gets beat 
and still has a rally in our stadium’.” 

Sweeney laughed at the memory and said, “I felt 
like writing Terry a note: ‘You didn’t see where this 
was, when we had 6,000 people at a game’.” 

Sweeney laughed again and said, “Also, to bring 
10,000 people at $20 a head, that’s $200,000 to 
UCLA's coffers. If I was Terry, I'd have run over and 
thanked them, too.” 

Sweeney & Co. are knocking on the door of the 
big time. They have a bonafide Heisman Trophy can- 
didate in junior quarterback Trent Dilfer. 

“He's a stallion,” Sweeney said. “You get ahold of 
his wrist, and it’s like getting ahold of my leg,” But 
Sweeney isn’t pulling anybody's leg when he talks 
about the program he came back to, and stuck with. 

“When we went down to the Freedom Bowl, it was 
not as though we were bringing baby-faced cadets,” 
he said. “Three quarters of our players are from the 
Los Angeles area, They're all quality football players. 
Too bad we couldn't keep them all. 

"But we finished up with a couple of highly-touted 
recruits this year, We got a couple that Colorado 
wanted, and a couple that Arizona State wanted,” 

And it looks like the coach who a lot of people 
should have wanted will be finishing up atop the 
Red Wave, 4

Stanford, Rice and Northwestern Winning On and Off the Field 


he most resilient cliche in college 
sports may be the image of the 
dumb jock football player. 

You know the type. Big. Strong. Fast. 


Mean. Unable to leap a 400 combined 
score on the SAT college board exam, 
reportedly the point total awarded for cor- 
rectly filling in the “NAME” blank at the top 
of the test. 

Conventional wisdom holds that a coach 
can dress real students as football players, 
but not if he wants to win games and keep 
his job. 

Notre Dame has been the exception to 
this not-so-golden rule. The Fighting Irish 
graduate nearly all their players, don’t red- 
shirt for non-medical reasons 
and are a perennial powerhouse. 

Notre Dame is also Notre 
Dame, with a tradition steeped 
in legend that sets it apart — 
along with its personal televi- 
sion contract — from all other 
college football teams. 

For the rest of the Division LA 
college world, is it possible to 
excel at both books and blocks? 

The correct answer appears 
to be yes, based on a multiple- 
Choice look at three top private 
schools that have taken their 
football lumps but conquered 
different hurdles in 1992: 

+ Stanford, which rediscov- 
ered past glory to become a Top 
10 power. 

+ Rice, the tiniest school 
playing major-college football, 
which produced its first winner 
in three decades. 

* Northwestem, a loser on the 
move after winning three confer- 
ence games for the first time in

two decades. All three schools play in rugged 
football conferences. All three have been 
helped by recent changes in NCAA tules. All 
three have dynamic coaches. 

Without lowering academic standards, all 
three have managed to win games while 
putting the student back into student-athlete. 


ranked No. 9 by AP and UPI. 


League: 6-2, tied for first in PAC-10. 

Last Bowl Game: 1992 season, Block- 
buster Bowl (beat Penn State, 24-3). 
Trends: First 10-win season since 1940...

Bill Walsh, the thinking man’s coach, 
was inducted last summer into the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame. A few weeks later, he 
was re-initiated as head coach at Stanford, 
a job he held from 1977-78. He left for a 
10-year run as coach of the San Francisco 
49ers, winning three Super Bowls and the 
tag of genius. 

But if Walsh is so smart, why did he 
retum to a school where academics don’t 
genuflect before the god of football? 

Because he believes he can find enough 
smart, good players — or good, smart play- 
ers, if you prefer — to be competitive. 
Recruiting competition is fierce 
for such double threats, and the 
pool of such talent is limited. 

“But it is sustaining itself,” 
Walsh said. “There is more 
attention being paid to academ- 
ic achievement for the student- 
athlete. Because of that, more 
young men are doing better in 
lass.” 

Walsh, not surprisingly, backs 
the NCAA push to raise academ- 
ic standards for incoming fresh- 
men, As he put it, “One of the 
very, very negative aspects of 
NCAA minimums in recent years 
is that they have been so low 
that your typically intelligent 
young man almost slows down 
his academic efforts. 

“He's already qualified for vir-

tually every school in the country by just 
getting the minimums, The minute they get 


700 on the SAT and whatever the grade 
point average is — 2.0 or something — 
they're coasting. 

“This just works totally antagonistic to 
what the philosophy of education — and 
the student-athlete — would be.” 

Walsh has an answer to critics of higher 
academic minimums. 

“| know there’s been a backlash in the 
area of, ‘Well, you're not giving some an 
opportunity.’ But we're finding that more 
and more are simply meeting the higher 
standards,” he said. “As they keep raising 
those standards, those young men will work. 
harder and harder in the classroom.” 

They better, if they want to play football 
for Stanford. The school has 12,000 under- 
grads on campus in Palo Alto, Calif. 

Athletic director Ted Leland said, “Our 
normal athletes have a 3.6 GPA and 1250 
on college boards. | think our graduation 
rate is 92 to 95 percent. But we're more 
proud that our football players go on to 
graduate school at the same rate as our stu- 
dent body.” 

The latest recruiting class should contin- 
ue that legacy. 

“Our recruits had a 3.49 average and 
well over 1,000 on the SAT,” Walsh said. 
“And those are their core courses in high 
school. Our grade point average and our 
SATs are higher now than they have been 
in the last five years. 

“But in our case, it’s certainly going to be 
no less than a 3.0 in academic work and 
rarely less than 1,000 on the SATs. And we 
attracted 22 young men that were among 
the best in the country this past year.” 

Why did they choose Stanford? 

The school has linked itself to the high- 
est profile jobs in pro football — quarter- 
backs and coaches. 

NFL head coaches John Ralston, Paul 
Wiggin, Rod Dowhower, George Seifert and 
Dennis Green — who got the program win- 
ning again before Walsh returned — worked 
at Stanford as head or assistant coach. 

As Leland said, “We've never had a 
coach who did a lot of screaming and curs- 
ing, or who tried to make a ‘man’ out of 
players. 

“That relates to the dignity with which we 
try to treat all of our students here. That's 
one reason Bill Walsh fits in so well.” 

As for quarterbacks, the honor roll 
includes John Elway, John Brodie and 
Heisman Trophy winner Jim Plunkett, plus 
fellow NFL veterans Guy Benjamin, Mike 
Boryla, Don Bunce, Steve Dils and Turk 


Schonert. 

Leland said, “We have a 
long tradition here with 
connection to professional 
football because of the 
passing game. And we've 
also stressed the more 
mental approach to the 
game. Professional players 
play so many games for so 
many years, they have to 
be cerebral. We're capable 
of playing a very compli- 
cated type of game.” 

Having Walsh at the 
helm doesn’t hurt there, 
either. His 49ers teams 
were built on heady play 
and heady players. 

“No question about it, 
there’s a premium on 
intelligence in the NFL," 
Walsh said. “Typically, the 
brighter athlete is going to 
be more willing to sacri- 
fice and be less needful of 
getting attention attracted 
to himself. So as a team, 
they might be able to play 
better. 

“At Stanford, our ath- 
letes are going to be right 
at the forefront of the 
ones that can think the 
best, and function the

best, and play as intensely 
as the opposition.” 

Brains alone don't beat brawn. 

“Obviously, you need athletes of similar 
athletic abilities to do that,” Walsh said. 
“And there have been years when Stanford 
has not been able to field a team with 
enough depth or enough ability to compete 
with the best week in and week out. 

“But in recent years, we've begun to. It 
demonstrates that you can have a legiti- 
mate student and a legitimate athlete com- 
bined in one person. 

“A person can work just as hard in the 
classroom as he does on the athletic field 
— and reap all of the gains and rewards 
from doing so.”

Fred Goldsmith has some special chal- 
lenges at Rice University.

Yet, in his first four years at Rice, 
Goldsmith has found enough elite combina- 
tion student-athletes to go 17-26-1.

Suddenly, good students are not seen as 
quaint throwbacks on a gridiron. They are 
becoming required elements of every team. 
In competing for them, Rice has some 
advantages. 

“We've got a lot of people in the state of 
Texas who are great football players, who 
are great students as well,” Goldsmith said. 
“Even though there are eight (Division I-A) 
schools in the state dividing that up, if a guy 
wants this type of Ivy League education in a 
major football conference, we are the only 
institution like ourselves in this area.” 

When Goldsmith arrived, he had the good 
sense to make some immediate noise on 
the field. 

“When we came in 1989, there had been 
18 straight losses,” he said, “Well, we won 
the very first game, and we also made some 
good showings in some other games where 
people had a lot of recruits there. 

“The next year, we came within one play of a 
winning season and went 5-6. We went for two 
points on the last play of the season against 
Baylor and missed it, and lost by a point. 

“So we got a lot of good attention and 
good press. Then the third year, we only 
won four games, but we beat Baylor when 
they were the number seven team in the 
country. 

“So every year there were things happen- 
ing that would enhance the recruiting, And 
of course this year, our recruiting was the 
best ever because of the winning season.” 

The only thing Goldsmith fears is further 
NCAA cuts in the number of scholarships, 

“Somewhat of a reduction helped us,” he 
said. “It made more talent to go around, But 
if there’s too much of a reduction, it’s going 
to hurt the private academic schools more 
than the state schools. 

“They all get more walk-ons than we do. 
That depth affects the kind of practice orga- 
nization you have.” 

Meanwhile, Goldsmith said, “The program 
is kind of building on itself. | hope we never 
have a 20-year period like we had previous- 
ly. And I don’t think we will.”

Northwestern went 3-8 last year under 
rookie head coach Gary Barnett, That's not 
quite over the hump. . . yet. 

But as athletic director Bruce Corrie put 
it, “We think the mountain has just been 
chopped down a bit, with those three Big 
10 victories,” 

The victims were Illinois, Purdue and 
Wisconsin. 

“We finished tied for sixth place,” Corrie 
said. “And if our disputed field goal with 
Michigan State is called good, and if 
Michigan beats Illinois instead of tying, we 
end up tied for third.” 

That may be a reach, But then, this gung- 
ho coach spends every day merrily straining 
to exceed his grasp. 

Northwestern, located in the Chicago 
suburb of Evanston, is the smallest Big 10 
school with just 7,400 undergraduates. 

But Barnett does not believe the 


school's football destiny is to be a perpetu- 
al whipping boy. 

“Getting the three Big 10 victories was 
just a matter of changing expectations,” 
Barnett said, “And a matter of the kids get- 
ting used to us, and us getting used to the 
kids. And of setting a little higher expecta- 
tions than what | felt had been there 
before.” 

He too, gives the NCAA a huge assist. 

“The combination of fewer scholarships 
and academics becoming the buzzword 
helped us," Barnett said, “As that grade 
point goes up, more students see them- 
selves as students, and the more apprecia- 
tion there is for institutions like ours, 

“Many times students have a higher 
appreciation for the quality schools. It's a 
mindset, They see themselves as being bet- 
ter students who now fit into higher acade- 
mic programs.” 

Concentrating in Illinois, Barnett assem- 
bled a top class of recruits in ‘93. 

“It’s just hard work to get ‘em here,” 
Barnett said. “Then | think our kids really 
did a great job of selling our recruits once 
we got ‘em here. Our kids are so confident 
and goal-oriented right now.” 


Corrie said, “We're probably three or 
four years ahead of where we would be in 
recruiting, The kids we brought in, the top 
schools in the country were after. 

“We've got a great institution, a great con- 
ference and a great location. We never did a 
good job of selling that before. You've got 
to outwork and outsell these other people. 

“We tell kids: ‘If you want to compete 
with the best on the playing field and have 
the drive to compete against the best in the 
classroom, Northwestern will give you the 
chance to have the best of both worlds’.” 

The Big 10 turnaround, such as it is, has 
not been done with mirrors, 

“We weren't as far behind everybody as 
| had feared we might be,” said Barnett. 
“Secondly, the leaque’s in transition a little.” 

Barnett, who makes Norman Vincent 
Peale look depressive, is uncautiously 
optimistic, 

“Oh, | don’t think there’s any question 
we can get in the first division,” he said. 
“It's obtainable sooner than | thought it 
was going to be.” 

Realistically, how far can he take it? 

“Really,” Barnett said, “the sky's the 
limit."

Notre Dame To RELY on DEFENSE IN 93

Day after day, practice after practice, 
restless night after restless night, the Irish 
defense reminded Holtz of a time not so 
long ago. 

It forced Holtz to recall the days 
when he savored first downs, when pass 
plays resembled adventures instead of art, 
when running lanes appeared more 
obstructed than open. 

“This reminds me of before Rick 
Mirer came along and we didn’t score ina 
scrimmage,” Holtz said in mid-April, after 
another day of batted down passes and 
botched plays. The offense had taken nearly 
100 snaps against its defensive teammates 
on that chilly afternoon. 

It scored on none of them. 

None, Nada. Zero. Zilch. 

“Missed assignments hurt the 
offense,” Holtz continued. “Poor checkoffs, 
lack of execution. . . .” 

‘The Irish coach rattled off at least 
one mistake for every bad memory. The list 
rambled on and on like Tony Rice ina col- 
lapsing pocket. But for this time, for this 
season, for this team, maybe Dr. Holtz’s 
dour diagnosis matched the symptoms. 

When Notre Dame buckled its hel- 
mets for the first time last spring, 81.6 per- 
cent of its 1992 offensive production braced 
themselves for a new tax bracket in a new 
league. The Irish bid “Cheerio” to quarter-

feign memory loss and take a year off to 
recover while his Irish rebuild, 

“We've got a lot of guys who we don’t 
know if they can play,” Holtz said. “But 
they think they can play.” 

Two guys with such confidence play 
quarterback. Senior Kevin McDougal and 
junior Paul Failla each spent the past few 
seasons writing on a clipboard while Mirer 
wrote his name all over the Irish record 
books. But now, the writing on the wall 
says one of them will take the first snap 
when Notre Dame takes on Northwestern 
on Sept. 4 in South Bend. 

But which one?

“We know the best guy is going to 
play,” said Failla, also the best shortstop on 
campus. He boasted a .361 batting average 
on the day he started spring football prac- 
tice. If he keeps his completion percentage 
higher than his batting average, he will be 
able to challenge McDougal, who probably 
holds a slight edge because of experience. 

The quarterbacks share similar skills 
—and a mutual respect. McDougal dances 
in the pocket like Bobby Brown and may 
possess a stronger arm, Failla possibly runs 
the ball — and the team — more effective- 
ly, leaving the flash and flamboyance to his 
runners and receivers. 

Holtz prefers substance to style any- 
way. His favorite statistic? The final score. 
His favorite highlight? The guys in striped 
shirts moving the first-down chains. 

“’m more interested in how the 
team functions,” Holtz said, “rather than 
how they function individually.” 

To many of the more rabid Irish 
football followers, the quarterback battle 
last spring between McDougal and Failla 
was moot anyway. For this season is the 
first for Ron Powlus, the prep hotshot 
hyped to step right into Mirer’s Reeboks. 
Powlus shattered every Pennsylvania prep 
record at Berwick High and expectations 
for him at Notre Dame already scrape the 
chin of Touchdown Jesus. 

Even Holtz, hard as he may try, can’t 
hide his excitement. 

“T feel as good about him as any 
quarterback who's come in as a freshman,” 
Holtz said. “But he’s not a starter and he’s 
never been promised anything but an 
opportunity. ... Am I opposed to starting a 
freshman quarterback? It isn’t really what 
I'd like to do, but if they give you the best 
chance to win, then that’s certainly what 
you do.” 

Powlus wants that chance. So much

Mention the possibility of watching 
an 18-year old face the Michigan defense to 
Failla and McDougal and the two polite, 
polished gentlemen smile and

But Holtz trusts the 5-foot 11-inch, 
190-pound Becton, whom he calls “the 
slowest guy I’ve ever coached who gets that 
many big plays.”

Move a few feet in front of Becton and 
the situation is less clear-cut. Junior Ray 
Zellars and senior Dean Lytle bounced back

Why ask an All-American like Taylor 
to trade positions? Junior Mark Zataveski 
and sophomore Will Lyell emerged at guard 
more prominently than any young Irish 
tackles. And Holtz believes offensive line 
coach Joe Moore can mold any five quality 
linemen into one, fluid, forceful machine 

that moves defenses like a 


say the right things. 
Occasionally, though, they slip. 
Occasionally, they may sound off 
about the supposed savior who 
has yet to put his hands behind a 
college center. 

“T remember when I was 
a freshman, I thought I could 
come in and learn all the plays 
and do it all,” McDougal said. 
“Even Rick (Mirer) will tell you, 
it can’t be done. We'll see when 
he (Powlus) gets here.” 

Failla makes his feelings 
more a matter of fact. 

“Td be lying if I said it 
didn’t bother me,” he said. “To 
acertain extent, yes, I resent it. 
But I won't lose sleep over it. 
I’ve been in sports long enough 
to know that the only people 
who really know everything 
about a situation are the people 
inside the program.” 

Insiders at Notre Dame 
know that Holtz won't tolerate 
an inadequate running game, 
whoever plays quarterback. 
Holtz-coached teams tradition- 
ally tailor the offense around an 
offensive line full of mettle and 
muscle. Last season, the Irish 
averaged 280.9 yards per game 
on the ground, the sixth straight 
season the average surpassed the 
250-yard mark. If Notre Dame 
backs eat up as much yardage

“We just wanted to 
take a look at different combi- 
nations in the spring,” Holtz 
said. “We know Taylor and 
Norman can play, period. We 
just wanted to take a look at 
them at tackle. All good foot- 
ball teams have good tackles, 
especially left tackles.” 

Though most of the 
line’s work will be forging 
running lanes, some of it will 
be forming walls of pass pro- 
tection. When the Irish do 
throw, which likely will be 
less than the average of 23 
times per game last season, it 
will be to reliable hands. 

Senior Lake Dawson, 
the leading receiver in 92 
with 25 catches, figures to 
improve that number this 
season. His main comple- 
ments at wide receiver — 
junior Mike Miller and sopho- 
more Derrick Mayes — 
threaten cornerbacks in dif- 
ferent ways. 

Miller, a 5-foot 7-inch 
bundle of breakaway talent, 
baffles them with his moves. 
Unfortunately for the Irish, 
he often baffles the coaching 
staff with inconsistent hands. 

Mayes, a sturdy 6-foot 2-

Like Brooks did last summer, Becton rates 
as a relative neophyte when it comes to car- 
rying the ball in national championship- 
like conditions. 

Becton will be pushed by classmate 
Travis Davis, a converted cornerback, and 
two fancy freshman, Randy Kinder of East 
Lansing, Mich., and Robert Farmer of 
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and forth all spring as the first- and second- 
team fullback. Zellars, a smasher, and Lytle, a 
slasher, probably will share the position. 

The Irish backfield will be tempted 
all season to follow the rather large posteri- 
or of offensive lineman Aaron Taylor.

“If we were to play tomorrow,” Notre Dame coach Lou Holtz said at the 
conclusion of spring practice, “we would have a No. 1 and a No. 1-A quarter- 
back. Kevin McDougal would probably start and Paul Failla would play. 

“We don't have the quarterback situation resolved. They both do some 
good things, but...” 

But Holtz didn’t find the clear-cut starter he sought when spring drills started. 
McDougal and Failla mirrored each other during Notre Dame's four scrimmages. 

Both played with more poise than precision. Both eared their teammates’ 
respect. Both steered the Irish offense with a steady, if not spectacular, hand. 

Yet both may be in a familiar spot once fancy freshman quarterback 
Ron Powlus learns the offense — on the sidelines. 

“Unlike past years,” Holtz said, “we do not have an individual that is cast in 
stone asa starting quarterback. We will take a good, solid look at all the freshmen. 

“That's possible (that Powlus could start the season opener).” 

Holtz found more answers along his makeshift offensive line. The ex- 
periment of moving starting guards Aaron Taylor and Todd Norman one 
hole wider to tackle worked. Taylor and Norman helped aid the progress of 
untested starting guards Mark Zataveski and Will Lyell, among others. 

“Younger players listen to them,” Holtz explained. “We had a guard, 
Dusty Ziegler, who pulled the wrong way in one scrimmage. We said, 
‘Dusty, why did you do that?’ He said, ‘Because the tackle told me to."

after evaluating the spring sessions. When Notre Dame lines up for its first 
play against Northwestern on Sept. 4, 10 of the 17 positions will be manned 
by a player new to the role. 

Only center Tim Ruddy will feel familiar. 

“We may be pathetic on offense, | don’t know,” Holtz said. “The con- 
sistency of knowing what to expect bothers me the most.” 

Holtz knows what to expect from his defense. If it plays with the aban- 
don and intelligence illustrated in 15 practices last spring, even a pathetic 
offense will be able to score enough to stay close. 

“| think overall the defense dominated,” Holtz said. “We can’t even 
tackle (defensive tackle) Bryant Young.” 

Young made Notre Dame's offensive linemen look like paper dolls, tearing 
through them with ease. He and linemates Brian Hamilton, Jim Flanigan and 
Germaine Halden form one of the quickest defensive fronts in college football. 

Inone scrimmage, the No. 1 defense held the offense to negative yardage. 

To fit the pieces together before the season starts, Holtz plans to move 
his team off campus. He wants to avoid distractions and build a closeness in 
the two weeks that Notre Dame practices before classes start Aug. 31. 

Though he never has conducted two-a-day practices away from his 
home turf, Holtz always has toyed with the idea. 

“It's something I've always wanted to do,” he said. 

And this season, perhaps more than others, seemed like the 
opportune time. 

“This,” Holtz predicted, “is going to be a weird year.”

Good question. 

Unlike past years, when N.D. could have 
stood for No Defense, the answer is simple. 

Why not? 

All but one projected starter on this 
year’s team helped pull the Irish defense 
through some growing pains last season. 
Though it took nearly seven weeks for the 
Irish to adapt to Minter’s elaborate scheme, 
by Jan. 1, N.D. could have stood for 
Nothing Doing. 

The metamorphosis started up front, 
where all three interior starters return. 
Senior linemen Bryant Young, 6-3, 277, 
and Jim Flanigan, 6-2, 276, can spar with 
the strongest and smartest of offensive line- 
men. Young, especially, has been called by 
Holtz one of his best linemen ever. And junior 
Brian Hamilton, 6-3, 275, expects to continue 
his late-season surge from last fall. 

“People haven’t counted on the Notre 
Dame defense for quite a while around here,” 
defensive line coach Mike Trgovac said. 
“Those three are thriving on that.” 

The Three Muscleteers will be joined 
on the defensive line by end Germaine 
Holden, a 6-foot 4-inch, 252-pound junior 
who started six games before a chronic 
headache problem sidelined him. 


Missing from the Irish lineup will be 
the familiar forearms of linebacker 
Demetrius DuBose, now shedding blockers 
in the NFL. Senior Pete Bercich calls the 
Notre Dame huddles these days, and the 6- 
foot 1-inch, 237-pounder knows his way 
around and through a pulling guard. 

“Fortunately, I’ve been there before,” 
said Bercich, who has started nine games in 
his career. “I know what to expect. And this 
season, it’s more of a group of guys’ 
defense, rather than one guy's.” 

Another one of those guys is returning 
starter Anthony Peterson, who will crouch 
next to Bercich at the other linebacker spot. 

If the heft up front can hog-tie run- 
ning backs, Notre Dame's shuffled sec- 
ondary will benefit. When Tom Carter 
decided to skip his senior year so he could 
chase NFL receivers, the tinkering began in 
the Irish defensive backfield. 

Senior Jeff Burris, a starter at safety 
last season, moved to cornerback. Senior 
Greg Lane, the starter at shortside corner- 
back, assumed Carter’s job of covering the 
enemy’s most dangerous receiver. Senior 
John Covington, a part-time starter, took 
over full-time at strong safety. And silky 
Bobby Taylor, a budding star sophomore, 


returns at free safety. 

All the experience should aid the 
development of sophomore outside line- 
backer Renaldo Wynn, the only newcomer 
to the defense. Wynn, a 6-foot 3-inch, 252- 
pounder, awed the coaching staff with his 
athleticism. Minter expects Wynn to learn 
quickly on the job. 

Cramming at a similar pace — and no 
less important to the Irish defense — will be 
freshman punter Brian Ford, Ford, who reneged 
ona verbal commitment to Vanderbilt to attend 
Notre Dame, immediately will be given the 
chance to unleash his lethal left foot in lieu of 
the departed Craig Hentrich. 

Good punters improve field position. 
Good field position improves defenses. And 
good defenses improve offenses struggling 
to find an identity. 

“The first thing we want to do is 
establish the attitude that we can be count- 
ed on defensively,” Minter said. “We have 
the confidence going in that we have all 
been to the war before and now we know 
more about our arsenal. We have too strong 
of a desire to be great. 

“Our defense can still get so much better.” 

If it does, Notre Dame will have a 
season Holtz wants to remember. 0

Coucars Loan Up For Critica. SEASON

This is a pivotal sea~ 
son for the troubled 
University of Houston. 

‘The Cougars are 
coming off back-to-back 
losing seasons and need to 
start winning again soon — 


like this year. 

The fabled run-and-shoot offense still 
produces plenty of points and records, but 
only eight victories in the last two years. 
Scores such as 45-38, 38-30 and 44-35, with 
Houston on the losing side, epitomized 1992. 

Two of this year’s first three games are 
road trips to USC and Michigan. That’s nasty. 

But after what happened in the last 12 
months, those trips might be welcomed. 

It began with the second consecutive 
losing season. Then, construction on the 
school’s $25 million athletic building, which 
will house a full length practice field, weight 
room, offices, hall of fame, etc. was post- 
poned until the spring of 1994. The facility is 
expected to help the Cougars recruit against 
people such as Texas A&M and Texas. 

Next, after Athletic Director Rudy 
Davalos, who had promoted John Jenkins to 
head coach succeeding Jack Pardee, left for 
New Mexico, the Houston president changed 
Jenkins’ contract from a four-year rollover to 
astraight three-year deal. 

Then, former players began speaking 
out against Jenkins in the spring, accusing 
him of exceeding the NCAA’s 20-hour prac- 
tice limit, practicing during lightning storms 
and showing films of partially nude females 
spliced into team film sessions. 

Finally, Jenkins resigned amid allega- 
tions of wrongdoing brought forward by for- 
mer assistant coach Steve Staggs. Jenkins 
denied any wrongdoing. 

Bill Carr, Houston's new athletic 
director, reassigned Staggs to assist Houston 
compliance officer Bill McGillis with the 


internal investigation. Houston received a 
three-year probation from the NCAA in 
December, 1988, that prevented the 9-2 team 
in 1989 and the 10-1 team in 1990 from 
going to bowl games. 

Amidst all the problems, winning 
could ease some of the pain. And the 1993 
Cougars could do just that. 

The responsibility for winning now 
falls on the shoulders of new head coach Kim 
Helton, a former Jenkins assistant who previ- 
ously coached at Auburn and in the NFL. 

The offense, with strong-armed 
Jimmy Klingler, a fourth-year junior, run- 
ning the show, should be more than capable. 

“We do expect to put 35 points on the 
board,” said Klingler. “We didn’t get beat in 
conference last year by over a touchdown 
expect by SMU. The Texas and Texas AGM 
games could have gone either way.”

Houston averaged 34.4 points a game, 
but gave up 35.1. The offense must share 
some of the blame for the points allowed 
after committing 46 turnovers. 

Six starters return on offense. The 
only area of inexperience is a few positions 
on the offensive line, and several junior col- 
lege transfers are competing to start there. 

Klingler completed 60 percent of his 
passes last year for 3,818 yards with 32 
touchdowns and 18 interceptions. His num- 
bers should improve going into this season 
as the No. 1 quarterback, a title he didn’t win 
until midseason last year. 

Junior Chandler Evans must hold off 
junior Kyle Allen and redshirt freshman 
Chuck Clements to be the backup quarter- 
back. 

There's always plenty of fast little 
receivers at Houston and this season is no 
exception. Senior Sherman Smith, a dimuni- 
tive 5-8, led the nation in receiving last year 
with 103 catches, the sixth season in a row 
that a Cougar has accomplished the feat. 

“They're going to be looking for me, 
double coverage,” said Smith, whose sister is 
engaged to former Houston Oilers corner- 
back Patrick Allen. Allen, now an actor, 
worked out with Smith in the summer of 
1992, providing as good a competition as 
Smith will see in college football. 

Smith benefited early last season 
while opponents concentrated on teammate 
Freddie Gilbert, who led the nation in receiv- 
ing during 1991. Now Houston's other 
receivers should be able to get free while 
teams turn their attention to Smith, 

Senior Donald Moffett will compete 
with redshirt freshman Billy Spiller anda 
host of newcomers for the other inside 
receiving spot opposite Smith. 

Junior Ron Peters, Houston's best 
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deep threat last year when he averaged over 
26 yards on his 29 receptions and scored 11 
touchdowns, returns at one outside position. 
Senior Keith Jack, who caught 48 last year, 
returns on the other side, with Daniel Adams 
expected to play regularly. Walk-on Julian 
Pitre can help at either inside or outside 
receiver.

Houston’s other John Brown (5-11, 185), a 
senior, has started for 2 '/2 years at the other 
corner. 

The Cougars lost their two top safeties 
before the first game last year. A converted 
receiver and a former walk-on started much 
of the time in the secondary. 

Sophomore Thomas McGaughey (6-3, 
195) moved over from offense during two: 
days last fall and started at free safety. 
Sophomore Gerome Williams (6-2, 200), who 
started after McGaughey was injured, fin- 
ished fifth on the team in tackles. He has 
been moved to strong safety and two former 
strong safeties, seniors Michael Newhouse 
(6-0, 205) and Stewart Carpenter (6-1, 215), 
have been shifted to linebacker. Newhouse, 
who walked on at UH, is the nephew of for- 


mer Houston and Dallas Cowboys fullback 
Robert Newhouse. 

Sophomore Dedric Mathis (6-0, 170) 
and redshirt freshman Charles West (6-0, 
180) could also earn playing time in the sec- 
ondary. 

The man to watch could be former 
quarterback Donald Douglas, who lost the 
quarterback battle to Klingler last year. 
Douglas didn’t care for the switch to defense 
at first. He transferred from Florida three 
years ago after the Gators wanted to change 
him from a quarterback to receiver. Douglas 
accepted this move after the coaches con- 
vinced him that first, he would definitely play 
more at safety and, second, he had a better 
shot at the NFL. 

“The hardest thing is getting around 
to hitting people,” he said. “I haven't hit any- 
body in six years.” 

Douglas also changed his uniform from 
No. 12 to 1, hoping to be first in the Southwest 
Conference and a first-round draft choice. 

“It's kind of like starting all over,” he 
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said. “No. 12 is dated, That part of Donald 
Douglas is dead.” 

There’s little rest for the defense when 
its own offense plays the run-and-shoot. 
When the offense is clicking, it often scores 
in three or four plays, forcing the defense back 
on the field. Last year the turnovers put the 
defense back to work too quickly, too often. 

“We were minus-2] in turnovers,” 
said Robertson. “That wasn’t only the 
defense. The other side’s got to do it too.” 

After a good spring, the kicking game 
was rewarded with scholarships for former 
walk-ons, place-kicker Trace Craft, a junior, 
and punter Cody Avants, a sophomore. 

Craft made only nine of 17 field goal 
attempts, but many of the misses were on 
poor snaps from center, several made kick- 
able by the good hands of holder Evans. 

Avants, a true freshman last year, 
became the regular punter by the fourth 
game of the season and averaged 38.7 yards.

Baylor Has 
Top 25 Aspirations

or two decades, Baylor University and 
Grant Teaff formed the perfect mar- 
riage. It was hard to even think of one 
without the other. 

But when Baylor opens the 1993 football 
season, it won't be Teafi pacing the sidelines. 
His successor, 44-year-old Chuck Reedy, 
takes over a job that belonged to another 
man for the last 21 years. 

“I realize that | can’t be Coach Teaff,” said 
Reedy, who was the Bears’ offensive coordi- 
nator for the last three years before his pro- 
motion on Nov. 24, 1992. “I have to be my 
own person. Our job is to move the program 
forward and move it to the next level. I can’t 
worry about being compared to anybody.” 


1993 


Still, comparisons are inevitable, Whether it’s 
hiring coaches, recruiting players or winning 
games, Reedy will forever be compared to his 
predecessor. 

Teaff, who came from tiny Angelo State in 
1972, built a competitive 
Program at a time when u 
Baylor was the laughing- 
stock of the Southwest Like 
Conference. The Bears had 
won only three games the 
previous three years before 
his arrival and had not won 
a conference title in 50 
years. 

With his “Miracle on the 
Brazos” championship of 
1974, he helped turn the 
Bears into a regular con- 
tender. Teaff added another 
title in 1980 and had a 
record of 128-105-6 with 
eight bowl appearances 
before taking the athletic 
director's position. 

“1! feel fortunate that 
we're taking over a program 
that’s already a good program,” Reedy said. 
“We're not having to re-build or start from 
scratch. And having the opportunity to work with 
Coach Teaff for the last three years gave me a lot 
of insight. | understand the priorities and how 
Baylor works. I think I know the things that need 
to be changed and the things that don’t need to 
be tampered with. That gives me a distinct advan- 
tage.” 

And already, it has showed. Since the program 
seemed to thrive only on Teaff’s shoulders, many 
observers felt it would crumble once the base 
was gone. That Baylor would resort to its old, los- 
ing ways once Teaff was gone. 

But if the recruiting season was any indication, 
that couldn’t be further from the truth. Despite a 
late start and the limitations of a new staff that 
was shorthanded, Reedy brought in a stable of 
recruits most experts put at the top of the SWC 
and in the Top 10 nationally. 

Not even Teaff, with all his persuasive appeal, 
ever accomplished as much. 

“There was obviously some uncertainty and a 
lot of unknowns,” Reedy said. “But even though 
we were shorthanded, the coaches did a great job 
covering a lot of area and getting guys interested 
in at least coming in for a visit. And once we got 
them on campus, our players did a great job sell- 
ing them on our program and relaying the enthu- 
siasm they feel about where we’re headed.” 

Already loaded with speed, including one of the 
nation’s top high school hurdlers (defensive back 
Joe Manor from Austin Reagan), Baylor capped 
off its blue-chip class by luring Dallas Bishop

Cal assistant and former 
head coach at Pacific, that gives Reedy two assis- 
tants with Division I head coaching experience. 

“I felt all along it would be a real plus to have 
one or two guys with that kind of experience,” 
Reedy said. “Since this is my first time as a head 
coach at this level, it’s good to be able to draw 
from guys who have been there before. You can 
learn a lot more from mistakes you made than 
things you've done well.” 

Like Teaff, Reedy has a vision of Baylor winning 
a national championship. And while Teaff failed, 
Reedy firmly believes the Bears have a chance to 
do that in the near future. 

“I don’t think there’s any doubt we can,” he 
said. “We're talking about a four- or five-year plan. 
We’re not where we have to be from a talent level 
yet. But I want to raise the expectations of our 
players this year. There is no limit to what we can 
accomplish. We have everything here we need to 
be one of the better programs in the country. We 
just have to convince our players of that and 
make them believe it.” 

As for this season, despite a schedule that 
includes road games at Colorado, Georgia Tech 
and Texas and a home opener with Freedom 
Bow! champion Fresno State, Reedy said he 
would be disappointed with anything “short of a 
Top 25 team and playing in a bowl game.” 

“We’re not going in with the idea of using this 
year just to lay the foundation,” Reedy said. “We'll 
go in with the idea that we can win it all this year. 
We have some areas where some young people 
are going to have to come through for us, but our 
expectations will be high for this group.” O

QUARTERBACKS — 


1. Houston: Junior Jimmy Kiingler doesn't have the supporting cast his Heisman brother David did, which makes last year's 3,818 yards passing and 32 TDs 
even more impressive, Highly-touted redshirt freshman Chuck Clements allowed the Cougars to move Donald Douglas (640 yards, 56.8 percent) to safety. 

2. Baylor: They no longer say J. J. Joe is too small, even though the S-feet 11-inches listed in the Bear media guide is stretching things. Joe stands tall pass- 
ing (1,765 yards and 14 TDs) or rushing (378 yards, 5 TDs). Sophomore Adrian Robinson and signee Lamont Moore are Joe clones. 

3. Rice: Bert Emanuel is the fastest quarterback in the nation with 4.4 speed in the 40, but he no longer has Trevor Cobb to take some of the heat off. 
Emanuel rushed for 680 yards and threw for 1,558 more yards, accounting for 18 TDs. Sophomore Josh LaRocca had eared the starter job last year before 
being injured. 

4, Texas Tech: The Red Raiders need a healthy Robert Hall, who threw for 1,645 yards with 10 TDs, despite missing three-and-a-half games. Fellow senior 
Jason Clemmons (979 yards, 9 TDs) made great strides last year and gives Tech the best backup in the conference. 

5. Texas A&M: If the Agaies can bring this position up to snuff with the rest of their arsenal, a national championship on New Year's Day is possible. Corey 
Pullig (953 yards passing) was having an awesome spring training until a knee injury sidelined him. Backup Tommy Preston has potential, but has looked uncom- 
fortable. 

6. Texas: UT coach John Mackovic will never be without a long list of candidates. If Shea Morenz, last year's prep wonder boy, can't cut it, newcomers James: 
Brown or John Dutton could be the answer. Strong-armed letterman Chad Lucas is a possiblity and looked good in the spring. 

7. TCU: Oft-injured Leon Clay is gone, and with him passes a chapter in Homed Frog history. Now, TCU coach Pat Sullivan, the Heisman Trophy winner at 
‘Auburn, can mold sophomore Max Knacke. Unfortunately for Sullivan, Knacke is the lone TCU signal-caller that's been in a game. 

8, SMU: The Mustangs are hurting with unknowns Mark Eldred and Ramon Flanigan. The pair attempted only 61 passes last year. Eldred is the scrambler and 
Flanigan possesses the stronger arm as evidenced by his 65-yard toss, the longest for the Ponies since 1986. Don't be surprised if freshman Chris James from 
nearby Arlington Sam Houston eventually starts, 


RUNNING BACKS — 


4. Texas A&M: Any team in the country would take backup tailback Rodney Thomas, which tells you something about the Aggies depth. The Aggies expect 
the NCAA to reinstate All-SWC tailback Greg Hill, who was suspended for getting paid for work not done. The possibility of a Hill-Thomas backfield exits, but Clif 
Groce and Detron Smith are ample fullbacks, Tailback Leeland McElroy had a strong spring. 

2. Texas Tech: Tailback Byron “Bam” Mortis rushed for 1,279 yards — the ninth-best total in the country, and he's only a junior. Too bad he's in the same con- 
ference with Hill and Thomas, because he has All-American potential. Fullback Bruce Hill (288 yards rushing, 17 receptions) is steady. 

3, Baylor: The Bears have the best fullback combo around in Robert Strait (496 yards rushing, 8 TDs) and John Henry, who make the |-formation veer work. 
The key will be the tailback position, where talented youngsters Kendrick Bell (371 yards) and Brandell Jackson (137) have to pick up the pace. 

4, Texas: No problem here since the Longhorns use a one-back set. Phil Brown should be even better with a year of the John Mackovic system under his belt. 
Brown rushed for 404 yards last year and caught 31 passes for 361 yards. Sophomore Anthony Holmes is a comer. 

5. Houston: Overlooked in Jimmy Klingler’s passing frenzy was the development of JC transfer Lamar Smith, who rushed for 845 yards with 9 TDs. His per- 
carry average (7.6) adds to UM's big-play arsenal. Sophomore Lawrence McPherson might be ready to blossom as well. He averaged 8.8 yards on just 19 
attempts as a freshman. 

6. TCU: The Horned Frogs return to the basics will be OK with Derrick Cullors (446 yards) and 220-pound John Oglesby (190 yards), who also caught 26 
passes. TCU doesn't have much depth, so it might have to look hard at three incoming freshmen. 

7. Rice: Trevor Cobb is gone, but the Owis think they've been more than a one-man team. Sophomore Yoncy Edmonds, Cobb's backup, is battling redshirt 
freshman Spencer George for tailback. Since the Owls use a one-back set, depth is no problem. 

8. SMU: Junior Kevin Shepard (460 yards, 3 TDs) has a chance to be the Mustangs best since coming back from the Death Penalty. He had 156 yards against 
New Mexico. The backup could be a problem. if senior Jacques Smith can't cut it, the Ponies will look at three freshmen 


RECEIVERS — 


4. Texas Tech: Lloyd Hill (76 catches, 1,261 yards, 12 TDs) is an All-American. But the best news for the Red Raiders is the retum of the other four wideouts, 
including Derrell Mitchell (43 catches, 624 yards) and Donald Marshall (18-229), Tech is thin at tight end, but they're only needed to block. 

2. Houston: They love to throw and catch in Cougariand. Sherman Smith (103 catches) led the nation, the fifth straight year a Cougar has done that. Keith 
Jack (48 catches, 668 yards), Ron Peters (29 catches, 759 yards, 11 TDs) and Daniel Adams (28 catches, 335 yards) are other targets. 

3. Texas: Lovell Pinkney (22 catches, 458 yards) and Mike Adams (23-271) made big splashes as freshmen and will only get better as they get more experl- 
ence. Kenny Neal (29-424) and Justin McLemore (16-196-4 TDs) give the Longhoms a second-set of starters. UT needs help at tight end. 

4, TCU: Not as impressive a stable as past years. Jimmy Oliver, Richard Woodley and Kyle McPherson have experience and potential, particularly Oliver, who 
had five scores in 18 catches. The Homed Frogs were thin at tight end and signed three, including Top 100 recruit Ryan Tucker. 

5. Texas A&M: The group might be better than people think, considering the problems at quarterback. Brian Mitchell (20.6 yards per catch), Tony Harrison (22 
catches, 454 yards, 20.6 yards per catch) and Ryan Mathews (21-359) are two-year starters. The Aggies have the best tight end combo in Greg Schorp and 
James McKeenan. 

6, Rice: Leaper Ed Howard (18 catches, 338 yards) and speedster Jimmy Lee (23-430) have the athletic ability. Emerson Allen (15-205), Kris Armstrong and 
Derras Wilmington lend support. The Owis retum five tight ends, but need someone to step forward from a so-so group. 

7. SMU: The Mustangs have one of their fastest groups of wideouts in years led by Brian Berry (31-554). Erwin Wilburn, Larry Wilson and Kevin Thornal lend 
support. Mick Rossley (15-170) is a reliable inside receiver and one of seven experienced receivers for the tight end-less Mustangs. 

8. Baylor: It's good thing the Bears don't plan on throwing much, thanks to its overpowering veer attack. Marvin Callies, with three catches, is the only receiv- 
er on the roster who has caught a pass. JC transfer Ben Bronson and incoming freshmen Pearce Peaross and Gerald Patterson will get looks. 
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OFFENSIVE LINEMEN — 


1. Texas A&M: The best the SWC has to offer couldn't budge Notre Dame in the Cotton Bowl, causing the Aggies concern. Chris Dausin was the All-SWC 
center and tackle Dexter Wesley was a second team pick. Tackle Jason Mathews and guard Tyler Harrison also return, but the ND fiasco made A&M sign Chris 
Ruhman, the state's top lineman. 

2. Baylor: This unit will only get better. The Bears averaged 240.1 yards per game rushing last year and everyone is back, led by tackle Craig Bellamy and 
guard David Leaks, a pair of second team All-SWC picks. Will Davidson, Chuck Pope and Fred Miller are all back. 

3. Texas Tech: Three starters retum from a unit that averaged 423 yards per game and ranked 17th in the country last year. Center Brad Elam and guard 
Stance Labay are all-conference candidates. Tackle Stacey Petrich also retums, 

4, Texas: The Longhorns need dividends from that linemen-heavy recruiting class two years ago. Sophomores Blake Brockermeyer and John Elmore should 
lead the way, along with junior Troy Reimer and redshirt freshman Dan Neil. Junior Trent Elliott will also start. 

5. Rice: The Owls have enough experience, but the talent level could be better. Sophomore tackle Chris Cooley and center Tom Hetherington earned second 
team All-SWC honors last year and should be better this time around. Senior tackle Jimmy Golden is solid, but the guards could be problem. 

6, Houston: Starting tackles Jim Herndon and Darrell Clapp return, which is the good news. The bad news is that the center and guard spots are up for grabs. 
Three JC transfers — Mark Gray, Jack Hansen and Billy Milner — have a chance to start. Incoming freshman Bruce Thompson deserves a look at 315 pounds.

8, SMU: The league's smallest unit got smaller and lost four starters, which adds up to a potentially long year. Guard Jeremy Stout is the only experienced 
hand. None of the other eight linemen have ever started a game, while only three have played in a game.

1, Texas Tech: Punter Robert King was 18th in the nation with a 42.6 yard average. Kicker Jon Davis was 13 of 18 on field goals. He had a string of eight 
Straight and made 7 of 8 on the road. Kickoff return man Derrell Mitchell (20.6) also returns. 

2. Texas A&M: The Aggies have All-SWC place-kicker Terry Venetoulias back, who was 16 of 23 on field goals, including a game-winner against Stanford. 
‘A&M lost All-SWC punter David Davis, but the Aggies won't miss a beat with Sean Terry. Billy Mitchell, who averaged 30.5 yards on 11 kickoff returns is back 
also. 

3. Texas: PK Scott Szeredy filled a void for the Longhoms last year, hitting 16 of 21 field goals, including a pair of 52-yarders. Return man Mike Adams was 
23rd nationally in kickoffs (23.9) and 26th in punts (11.0). The problem is punting, where incoming freshman Mark Schultis appears to be it.

Three years ago in Son Antonio, the District 265A executive committee 
ruled that Jerold Douglas was recruited by Converse Judson and suspended 
him for two years. 

luckily for Douglas, Judson, and Texas high school football fans, a state dis- 
trict judge granted an injunction of he suspension a year later. What a ruling! 
Douglas has rushed for about 4,000 yards since then, leading the Rockels fo a 
state championship in the process. 

He's one of the top running back prospects in the country, known by every 
fecrviter. 

“'ve heard nothing but great stuft about him," said Allen Wallace, editor of 
Super Prep magazine. 

Douglas and A&M Consolidated quarterback Jeff Watson, also the state's 
best at his position, are Lindy’s preseason High School Playersofthe-Year. 

Both are unique in that they've already won state championships as under- 
classmen. Douglas rushed for 239 yards on 33 carries and two touchdowns in 
Judson's 52:0 whipping of Euless Trinity in the Class SADivision | tile game 
last year, 

Watson led the Tigers to the 4A state ttle two years ago as a sophomore, 
passing for 2,247 yards and rushing for 971 more yards, accounting for 38 
touchdowns. 

The similarities don't stop there. Both are constantly compared to previous 
stars at their schools, 

Watson broke all the records of Tommy Preston, who is at Texos A&M, 
while Douglas is the lastest in a long line of great Rocket running backs. 

But Douglas surpassed them all last year with a state singleseason record 
2,967 yards, which broke former Rocket Chris Pryor's record. 

Pryor was in the stands when Douglas set the record. 

Douglas also set the San Antonio city record for rushing yardage in a 10- 
gome regular season (1,941 yards) and will probably tack on a few more 
marks this year. 

He's a great back from a great program,” Wallace said. “He has unbe- 
lievable speed (4.41 in the 40). He's a bigtime player.” 

So is Watson, who doesn’t have all the physical attributes recruiters look 
for, but has others they can’t overlook. 

Watson is only 6eet tall, short by major college standards. But the 195- 
pounder is built like a tank, and when he runs the football, he typically dishes 
out punishment instead of taking it. 

Watson threw for 2,612 yards last year with 24 TDs and rushed for anoth- 
er 600 yards and 10 TDs. 

"He's a very good option quarterback,” Wallace said. “He has that win- 
ning attitude. That's what rates him so high, He’s a great prospect.” 

Many fans look at Watson and think of another No. 7 that played at neor- 
by Texas A&M — Bucky Richardson, now a backup in the NFL. 

Watson has a much stronger arm and has benefitted from a wide-open 
offense that feaures the shotgun with multiple receiver sets. 

“He's the best quarterback in the state,” Wallace said. 

He also has deceptive speed. When Consolidated lost one of its kickoff 
relum men fo an injury in the playoffs, Watson took over. In the championship 
loss fo Waxahachie, Watson returned a kickoff 92 yards for a touchdown. 

Watson didn’t look like he was running that fast, but was able to outrun 
Waxahachie's fastest players.

A STRONG FAITH IS THE CORNERSTONE 
FoR GENE STALLINGS

On Christmas Day 1991, Coach Gene 
Stallings’ family and his Alabama football 
team were in Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., preparing 
to play Colorado in the Blockbuster Bowl. 

That evening, he arranged a 
Christmas dinner for the team and the 
Alabama party. After a festive meal away 
from home, Coach Stallings addressed his 
team and staff families present. “Every 
year my family goes Christmas caroling. 
Since we couldn't do that this year, we are 
going to sing some Christmas carols for 
you,” he said to an eager audience. 

The party of some 200 people were 
thrilled and touched as Stallings wife, 
Ruth Ann, their four daughters, son and 
three sons-in-law, plus the head coach 
gathered up front to sing carols to the 
group. The talented family gave the team 
party quite a treat. 

That was followed by Coach 
Stallings reading the Christmas story from 
the books of Isaiah and Luke. “Men,” 
Stallings said to his team, “today is 
Christmas and I just wanted you to know 
the story of Christmas and its meaning.” 

As head football coach of the 
University of Alabama, one of Stallings’

strongest assets is his family, He and Ruth 
Ann have four daughters who attended the 
same Christian college in Texas, and one son, 
John, who has provided the family many op- 
portunities to expand their family ministry, 

A college professor of one of the 
Stallings’ daughters approached him once 
and said, “Coach, I told my class one day 
that several out-of-town guests were com- 
ing to visit us at our home on the upcom- 
ing weekend. That Friday afternoon, the 
doorbell rang and it was your daughter. 
She had prepared lasagna and said she 
hoped this would help with all the guests.” 
Then the professor asked Stallings, “Don’t 
you find this rather odd for a college stu- 
dent to do something like this?” 

Stallings replied, “No, not really. 
She’s seen her mother do it a hundred 
times.” 

On another day, Stallings was flying 
in a small plane from Dallas to south 
Texas. A lady seated close by said, “Aren't 
you Coach Stallings?” He acknowledged 
that he was as he changed seats so she and 
her son could sit together. “I want to talk 
to you about your wife,” the woman con- 
tinued. “You see, when I was in the first 
grade, she taught me in Sunday School. 
I don’t remember a thing she taught me, 
but it was the way she was as a person that 
made such an impression on me. She had 
such joy and exuded such love for the chil- 
dren that I have never forgotten her. Now, 
my boy here is six years old and I will be 
his Sunday School teacher. I just hope I 
can be half the teacher for him that she 
was to me.” 

While serving as assistant football 
coach for Coach Paul “Bear” Bryant from 
1958-64 at Alabama, Stallings’ son John 
was born in 1963. Born with Down’s syn- 
drome, John has been an integral part of 
the Stallings family. John can be seen at 
most Alabama football practices and 
makes all the football trips with his moth- 
er and dad. Strong bonds of love exist with 
the family, especially to John. 

“Tf we had it to do over again, I 
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wouldn't change a thing,” relates Stallings 
about John. 

For 14 years (1972-85), Stallings 
was defensive backfield coach for Tom 
Landry and the Dallas Cowboys. One of the 
NFUs most successful United Way television 
commercials featured Coach Stallings and 
John, Rarely does a day go by that Stallings 
does not receive a handicapped child with 
parents in his office, or make a phone call 
or write a letter to a disabled youngster. 

His influence and work with organi- 
zations benefitting the disabled through 
the years is immeasurable. The Fellowship 
of Christian Athletes has been important 
to Stallings in his career. He was involved 
in the Alabama FCA group when it was or- 
ganized in September, 1964. That group 
has continued to meet on a weekly basis 
for 29 years. 

Stallings enjoys telling the story 
about a phone call he received from Coach 
Bryant shortly after he left Alabama for 
Texas AGM. Prior to a particular season, 
Coach Bryant called and said, “Bebes 
(nicknamed since his youth), you know 
what is the worst thing that has happened 
to our football team? It’s the FCA. Those 
players are doing nothing but hugging on 
one another, loving on one another and 
they won't hit anybody.” 

After the season, which turned out 
“to be one of Bryant’s banner years,” 
Stallings got another call from Bryant. 
“Bebes, you know what is the best thing 
that has happened to our football team? It’s 
the FCA. It has brought such a oneness and 
closeness to our team. We were unified be- 
cause of the influence it had on our squad.” 

Stallings, whose 1992 Alabama 
team went 13-0 and was a consensus na- 
tional championship pick, is the head of a 
strong unit at home and on the field. 
Every player sees him as a man who cares 
deeply, projects a fatherly image and lives 
a life that honors the Lord before himself.

Robinson (s Back At USC 
While Majors Returns (0 Pitt

he nostalgia craze has hit college 
vale football. At the University of 

Southern California, it is 1978. 
Charles White is skirting the flank on a 
Student Body Right sweep, following the block 
of Pat Howell, speeding past Coach John 
Robinson on the sidelines, and leading the 
Trojans to the national title. 

At the University of Pittsburgh, it is 1976, 
and Matt Cavanaugh is under center, Tony 
Dorsett is in the backfield, and 12 opponents 
go down enroute to a national title. On the 
sidelines, Johnny Majors has his chin perched 
on the fingers of his right hand and wears a 
intense smile. 

Only it isn’t White and Harlow, it’s Dwight 
MacFadden behind Tony Boselli. It isn’t

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But it is Robinson and Majors, 
two men who could argue with 
Tom Wolfe. 

A year after Bill Walsh successful- 
ly returned to Stanford, 14 years 
after his first stay, USC and Pitt also 
opted to find itself in its past. So, 
ten years removed from the 
Coliseum, John Robinson is back 
in Cardinal-and-Gold. Sixteen years 
since leaving Pitt for his alma 
mater, Tennessee, Johnny Majors 
has returned to Eastern football. 

Unlike Walsh, who inherited a 
stable program from NFL-bound 
and former Walsh aide Denny 
Green, Robinson and Majors are 
stepping backwards in time into dif- 
ficult circumstances. The programs 
they left at the highest strata of the 
game have either ebbed or col- 
lapsed, depending on your alle- 
giance to the school. 

USC hasn’t beaten Notre Dame 
since Robinson left and has stum- 
bled in big and small games. Pitt 
has been to two bowls in nine 
years and posted its worst season 
in ‘92 (3-9) in two decades. These 
two programs seek a return to 
glory, but what they need most at 
the moment is to rediscover some 
credibility. 

It existed when both men left, 
which underscores why both 
schools looked to their past when 
analyzing their future. 

You have to go back to gloomy 
Gus Henderson to find a USC 
coach who enjoyed more on-field 
success than Robinson, who was 
67-14-2 (.819) in his seven years in 
Exposition Park. He was 4-1 in five 
bowl games, 5-2 versus crosstown 
rival UCLA, and 6-1 against Notre 
Dame. He turned out NFL All-Pros, 
won a national title in ‘78, and fin- 
ished in the Top 20 every year. 

In the ten years since he 
resigned and moved on the NFL, 
USC has been a modest 70-45-4 
(.605). The 1983 team, the first of 
the post-Robinson era, suffered 
USC's first losing (4-6-1) season 
since 1961. The 1991 team lost a 
school record six straight games. 

In the last decade, the Trojans 
have gone 6-21-1 in Big Games — 4- 
5-1 versus the Bruins, 2-6 in bowl 
games, and 0-10 against the Irish. 
Larry Smith, who went the Rose

Bowl in his first three seasons, was 
dispatched after losing his final three 
games of ‘92, to a hang-dog UCLA 
team, Notre Dame, and, the ultimate 
embarrassment, to Fresno State in 
the Freedom Bow! — the kind of 
team USC wouldn't have even con- 
sidered playing a decade ago. 

Smith was fired because of his

for any coaching failures. He was 
cool to the swaggering arrogant 
mentality of Trojan alums and thus 
was shunned by its constituents. 
Unlike Smith, Robinson under- 
stands USC, embraces its attitude, 
and doesn’t back down from the 
expectations. 

He is saying all of the things USC 
fans want to hear — expect to hear

“Our expectations have to be the 
very highest,” Robinson says. “It is 
our goal to be competitive national- 
ly every year and to challenge for 
the national title.” 

Immediately, if not sooner. 

“Alabama won a national title 
this year,” he said. “Three or four 
years ago, Alabama wasn’t even 
ranked in the Top 20. Notre Dame 
is a perennial, yet didn’t Miami 
beat them 55-10 a few years ago? 
Cycles are inevitable. 

“I guess there is more parity now 
than there was (ten years ago), but 
I think sometimes it’s less than 
people think. We can go right back 
to the top.” 

Robinson’s beliefs may be sin- 
cere, but they aren’t steeped in 
reality. Virtually every team, save a 
Nebraska or a BYU, has had a los- 
ing season since 1980, and it has 
more to do with parity, scholarship 
limitations and institutional integri- 
ty than random cycles. 

He also plans to reinstate a 
power running game — old Student 
Body Right, the foundation of four 
Heisman winners in a 17-year peri- 
od — despite the lack of a star- 
quality tailback or powerful line. 
Even with All-American tackle 
Boselli, USC ranked last in the Pac- 
10 last season in yards per rushing 
attempt. 

He additionally wants a physical, 
dominating defense even though 
the Trojans have nothing but jour- 
neymen and youngsters in the 
defensive interior. 

“Somebody's going to carry the 
ball 30 times a game,” says 
Robinson, undeterred. “Let’s put it 
like this: I’m going to put another 
stand out there next to all the 
Heisman Trophies and leave it 
vacant for someone to fill.” 

If nothing else, his goals are as 
clear. 

Unlike Robinson, Majors hasn’t 
been out of the game for a decade. 
Quite the opposite. He left Pitt after 
the national title season of ‘76 and 
won 116 games for his alma mater 
Tennessee in 16 years, with three 
SEC titles in the last seven years. 
He needs no tutoring about the 
state of the game. 

Like Robinson, he must revive a 


program that has been dormant, to 
say the least. Pitt is 47-50-4 in the 
last nine years, with just two bowl 
bids, a 3-6 record against Penn 
State, and a best mark of 8-3-1 in 
1989. Last season’s 3-9 debacle 
included losses to Rutgers, 
Maryland, Louisville and Hawaii, 
and wins against Temple (1-10), 
Kent and Minnesota (both 2-9). 


That was only half of the misery. 
Attendance fell to an average of 
52,687 a game (only 14,065 
attended the home finale), booster 
donations remained in decline, and 
an ongoing NCAA probe over indis- 
cretions during Mike Gottfried’s 
stay strongly hints of sanctions. 

“I made it a point to follow what 
was happening at Pitt, its ups and 
downs,” and Majors. “I had friends 
here who kept in contact. I never 
got the details as why it went down- 
ward, but it was a continuous fall 
which was very sad to see. 

“This will be the most challeng- 
ing job I’ve ever had. I’ve come 
back expecting a tremendous 
amount of rebuilding. Last year’s 
team was beaten badly and not 
competitive in quite a few games. 


And the schedule is very difficult. A 
team of national title caliber could 
lose three or four games with this 
schedule. 

“It will take some time and we 
may struggle for a couple of years. 
I just want to make some improve- 
ment (soon) so we can have a 
chance to win, lose or tie in the 
fourth quarter.” 

Majors’ backers at Pitt, having 
waded through the likes of a Foge 
Fazio, Gottfried and Paul Hackett, 
promise patience. But there 
undoubtedly will be some who 
remember Majors’ undaunting 
quick success his first tour and 
expect a similar miracle. 

Majors inherited a team that had 
gone nine years without a winning 
season. Between 1964 and 1972, 
the Panthers won 22 games and 
went 1-9 four times, including the 
year (1972) before Majors’ arrival. 

Armed with Majors’ enthusiasm 
and a superlative recruiting class 
featuring Dorsett, the Panthers 
went 33-15-1 the next four years, 
topped by the ‘76 national champs 
which averaged 31.7 points a 
game and allowed just 11.1 per 
contest. 

“I’m happy for the program that 
Johnny is coming back, a man of 
his magnitude who can bring back 
quality players,” said Dorsett, 
whose son Anthony is a sophomore 
Pitt defensive back. “He’s still the 
old fiery coach.” 

With recommendations like that, 
expectations can’t be far behind. 
But Majors insists he’s never been 
one to feel pressure. 

“I've never felt it anywhere I’ve 
been,” he said. “I had to deal with 
the unreal expectations at 
Tennessee for two or three years. I 
can’t see how they'll be any worse 
here.” 

Some critics have other expecta- 
tions. Keeping with the times, Pitt 
and USC both strived for academic 
and institutional integrity the last 
few years. Both outgoing coaches, 
Smith and Hackett, were praised 
for their off-field efforts. Robinson 
and Majors? Neither has exactly 
been a saint, 

Robinson was coach at USC dur- 
ing two separate investigations 
(one academic, one involving extra

benefits) which led to three years 
of sanctions over a four-year period 
(1980, 1982-85). It’s only natural 
to wonder if he can deal with a new 
world that features tougher stan- 
dards, less recruiting freedom and 
more checkpoints, 

Robinson acknowledges the 
changes. 

“Most of the restrictions in 
force now make coaching life 
easier,” he said. “It’s more struc- 
tured in what you can do in 
recruiting, for example. 

“The emphasis on academics is 
very good and | think it’s a positive 
that entrance requirements have 
gone up. People will say we can’t 
get the same type of player we 
once did, but we can live with 
that.” 

Two of Majors’ Volunteer teams, 
meanwhile, were placed on proba- 
tion (no bowl sanctions) during his 
reign, and there are those in 
Knoxville who believe it was con- 
cern over some of Majors habits 
regarding academics and recruiting 
which contributed to his messy 
departure, 

But compared to six-game losing 
streaks and bowl losses to Fresno 
State, ten-year old probation penal- 
ties don’t seem important. 
Compared to the worst season in 
two decades and just three wins 
against fellow dregs, indiscretions 
at another school can be dis- 
missed, 

Robinson and Majors are back 
because they know the mountain 
and have climbed it before. 
Walking the USC campus the day 
his rehiring was announced, 
Robinson didn’t need a guide, even 
though there are a half-dozen new 
buildings. A difference? “Parking 
was hard.” 

Returning to Pitt, Majors immedi- 
ately felt at ease. “The skyline’s 
changed, but the streets are similar 
and I know the people. | don’t feel 
like a stranger. 

“The trust people have shown 
makes you feel good. They believe 
we can get the job done. That’s 
easy to say in the off-season, of 
course. Robinson and I probably 
both have a good deal until 
September.”

Bill Walsh has some advice for John Robinson 
and anyone else returning to college football 
coaching after a sabbatical: Stay current. 

“You have to stay totally current on the rules, 
because things have changed,” said the Stanford 
coach and three-time Super Bowl winner. “Things 
have changed for the better. There's more direct 
hands-on coaching by the head coach than before, 
which is great, and less administrative work. 

“But you have to stay updated. There are a lot 
more rules and regulations to be aware of.” 

Walsh was the first to toke a circuitous route 
back to his college football roots, returning to 
Stanford last season, 14 years after his first stay 
(1977-78). 

Walsh was 17-7 in his first two seasons, taking 
the Cardinal to a winning bowl game each year, 
then left for the NFL and the challenge of rebuild- 
ing a dormant San Francisco 49ers franchise. It's 
‘an understatement to say he succeeded, 

In ten seasons as the 49ers head coach, he 
won three Super Bowls, his first in his third season 
following 2-14 and 6-10 campaigns, He won 102 
of 166 games, and his winning percentage his last 
eight years was .705. 

He retired to NBC's broadcast booth for three 
seasons before the itch to coach returned and led 
him back to Stanford. His return was a glorious 
success; his first team went 10-3 and won the 
Blockbuster Bowl. He followed that by landing one 
of the most impressive recruiting classes of 1993. 

A 14-year interlude from college football led 
him to several conclusions about the changing 
nature of the game: 

He is amazed at the improved quality of the 
college athlete. “The athletic ability and talent is

“The players are bigger and faster, in better 
overall condition, and more dedicated to play- 


ing. It’s a foster game than it was and the kids |] 
come from high school better coached and better | 


prepared.” 


The headaches of recruiting have been | 


decreased somewhat by the increase in regulations. | 


“It's a much more sensible and appropriate 
system. You can’t do as much as you once did, 
and the amount of contact you can make is less, 
so it isn't as time-consuming,” he said. 


“It isn't a factor as much at Stanford, because |) 


our admission standards are so much higher than 
most other schools. But in general, everyone is 
recruiting a better student, which also makes the 
system easier." 

The game itself is much more sophisticated 
than it was, and the best athletes don’t always 
wind up on offense, 

“L think that’s a reflection of the NFL's 
impact,” he said of the game's changes. “There is 
more strategy and tactics involved in the game 
now — isolating players, using defensive pack- 
‘ages — than there was. 

“You can really tell how much bigger and 
faster players are now on defense. The kind of 
linebackers you see on defenses now, you just 
didn’t see when | was here the first time. 

“When | was in the NFL, | was too busy to take 
time to compare the games or see how much col- 
lege ball has changed. So much of what I’ve seen 
in just a year has been enjoyable,” said Walsh. 
“The enthusiasm and sacrifice and naivete of the 
college players is so refreshing for a coach. 
Players learn things they can utilize in life later. It 
really is an educational processes, for the coach as 
well as the player.”

1. TEXAS: 


Things are looking up in Austin. The Longhorns barely had a 
winning season and didn’t even go to a bowl game, but Coach John 
Mackovic demonstrated what kind of recruiting class he could | 
bring to Austin with a full year on the job. 

“J believe a number of these players will be in a position | 
where they will compete and very likely play for us, which is a little | 
bit different from even this past year when we had five freshmen 
play on a limited basis,” Mackovic said. “I think there are some | 
players in this group who have an excellent chance of contributing | 
and playing quite a bit.” 

Start with quarterback. Mackovic wasn’t satisfied with sign- 
ing Shea Morenz, last year’s No. 1-rated quarterback in the state, so 
he added Beaumont West Brook’s James Brown, this year’s No. 1 | 
signal-caller, and went west to add John Dutton of Union High 
School in Fallbrook, Calif. Mackovic will throw the ball and win 
doing it. Last year he hit paydirt at wide receiver with Mike Adams 
and Lovell Pickney. He wasn’t about to hand the job to Morenz | 
without a fight. | 

Brown threw for 2,027 yards and Dutton 2,056. Dutton was 
rated one of the top five QBs in the nation by Super Prep magazine. 

IMPACT SIGNEES: Start with Brown and Dutton, who will | 
push Morenz, or come out ahead. Brown is adept at scrambling or | 
setting up in the pocket. The 6-2, 210-pound Dutton is your classic 
drop-back passer. But the strength of this class is defensive backs | 
Tre Thomas of Sugar Land Kempner, Chris Carter of Tyler and | 
Parade All-American Bryant Westbrook of Oceanside, Calif. Bryan 
Johnson of Jersey Village, who at one time appeared headed to | 
AGM, is the lone linebacker signed and could play this year. Texas |

also is excited about a rare signee from Dallas — Carter running 
back Darrell Wilson. 

THE JEWELS: Westbrook was a first-team Parade All- 
American, who runs a 4.4 in the 40. Since UT lost three starters in 
the secondary, Westbrook has a chance to start the opener, while 
Carter and Thomas might not be far behind. 

THE SLEEPERS: Punter Mark Schultis of Sherman. UT doesn’t | 
have anyone returning that has punted in a real game, so Schultis 
might be it. Place-kicker Phillip Dawson was the No. 2-rated kicker in 
the country after hitting 18-of-24 with game-winners of 52 and 53 | 
yards. Defensive lineman Terry Warfield is from small 2A Grapeland, 
but at 6-4, 270, he’s anything but small. Fairfield’s Tony Brackens (6- 
5, 230) is another small-town All-Stater. 


2. BAYLOR: 

Legendary Grant Teaff is gone, but if Chuck Reedy can keep 
recruiting like this, they might start saying “Grant Who?” Reedy’s 
first class was rated No. 1 in the SWC by several newspapers and 


le 


earned a Top 10 rating by national recruiters. Even Reedy couldn’t 
believe the success. The only drawback is a few signees haven't met 
entrance requirements, which has been a problem in the past for 
the Bears. Reedy addressed Baylor’s voids on defense, where the 
Bears lost nine off the only SWC team to win a bowl game. 

“We're very pleased with how good this class is,” Reedy said, 
“This group is solid from top to bottom. Any of the guys we signed 
this year could help us immediately, especially in the secondary, at 
| linebacker and at receiver.” 

IMPACT SIGNEES: RB Kalief Muhammad, the Houston 
Touchdown Club’s Player-of-the-Year, and RB Marion Dion of Killeen, 
the preseason 5A Player-of-the-Year, give the Bears that all-important 
speed, as does WR Ben Bronson of Tyler JC. Fifteen of Baylor's 22 
signees ran track. WRs Gerald Patterson of Killeen and Pearce Pegross 
of Port Arthur Jefferson are Top 100 players and were welcome addi- 
tions since Baylor graduated its starting wideouts. 

THE JEWELS: OL David Davis (6-6, 290) of Bishop Lynch 
was hounded by Miami, AGM and Notre Dame, but opted to sign on 
with Reedy. He has All-American potential and can carry a class on 
his broad shoulders. DB Corey McLane was a national Top 100 
prospect, the best of six secondary prospects in another area where 
Baylor needed help. 

THE SLEEPERS: QB Lamont Moore led Waxahachie to the 4A 
state title with his scrambling and throwing ability. He’s a bigger, 
faster version of Bear QB J.J. Joe. The Bears have traditionally found 
stars in small Texas towns, and this year signed LB Dean Jackson from 
2A Soa and TE Bradley Domel from 3A Needville. 


3. TEXAS A&M: 

The Aggies saw their string of three straight mythical SWC 
recruiting championships end, but no one’s feeling sorry for Coach 
R.C. Slocum. 

The Aggies had only 10 scholarships to offer, with the 


| youngest team in the conference. But, they also have the best team, 


which might have scared off some recruits wanting to avoid com- 
petition. A&M had to suspend four players for the Cotton Bowl 
because they were paid for work not done. That resulted in some 
opposing recruiters hammering A&M prospects considering 
Aggieland about possible NCAA sanctions. It did chase off a recruit 


| or two, but any school in the country would take the eight ASM 


signed. Another letdown was the inability to sign a big-play receiv- 
er. It all should make for an interesting recruiting season next time 
around. Slocum and recruiting coordinator Tim Cassidy anxiously 
await next year’s recruiting war, but they are happy with the eight 
they've signed. 

IMPACT SIGNEES: After Notre Dame bullied A&M's offen- 
sive line, the Aggies were glad to land All-American OL Chris 
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David Carmona Richardson

Elsik DB Donovan Greer (5-10, 164) has the kind of physical tools 
the Aggies look for to be part of the “Wrecking Crew.” 

THE SLEEPER: LB David Maxwell (6-3, 250). No one 
recruits linebackers any better west of Penn State than the Aggies. 


4. RICE: 


The Owls posted their first winning season in 29 years 
because of Fred Goldsmith’s recent ability to recruit. 

“We knew all along the better we do on the field, the better it 
increases the student-athlete that we're signing,” Goldsmith said, 
“We always have the best academics. One fact that’s been over- 
looked, not only did we increase the ability with this class, but aca- 
demically it’s the best class that we've brought in.” 

This year’s class should keep Rice’s W’s ahead of the L's. 
After three years of searching for speed, the Owls added plenty of 
muscle and attempted to shore up a porous defense, signing 10 
linemen and five linebackers. 

Super Prep editor Allen Wallace said it was the best Owl class 
he’s seen, 

IMPACT SIGNEES: LB Ndukwe Kalu of San Antonio

THE SLEEPERS: LB Bryan Sanders of 2A Clifton. His father, 
Ken, is a former NFL player. QB Ben Montgomery was the backup 
at San Angelo Central to UT’s Shea Morenz. 

5. TEXAS TECH: 

Because he'd been able to keep West Texas players at home 
in previous seasons, Red Raider coach Spike Dykes had only 15 
scholarships. He made good use of them, plugging vacancies while 
making sure speed and quickness were included. 

IMPACT SIGNEES: QB Tony Darden of San Antonio Holmes 
threw for 3,235 yards and should love Tech’s wide-open offense. 
All-state LB Oscar Smallwood (6-1, 240) of Houston Yates was a 
surprise, pledging on the eve of signing day. Ironically, Darden and 
Smallwood met in the 5A Division II semifinals. 

THE JEWEL: DL Curtis Mickey (6-5, 240) could have signed 
with AGM, but opted for the Raiders, who have struggled on 
defense in recent years. He's the only high schooler at DL the Red 
Raiders signed. 

THE SLEEPERS: Hometown quarterback hero Zebbie 
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Lethridge, who led Lubbock Estacado to the 
4A state semifinals, might excite West Texas 
fans again. Offensive linemen Chris Whitney 
of Pampa and Jay Pugh of Abilene Cooper are 
other West Texas products to watch. 


6. TEXAS 
CHRISTIAN: 


Pat Sullivan's best friends as a col- 
lege quarterback at Auburn were big offen- 
sive linemen that kept him from getting 
sacked and allowed Tiger running backs to 
power ahead for 4-5 yards a clip. Things 
haven't changed now that Sullivan is a head 
coach, as evidenced by his emphasis on 
size. TCU signed seven players weighing 
250 pounds or more. Yes, the days of 
finesse are over for the Horned Frogs, who 
try to get back to the basics. 

Speaking of basics, Sullivan signed 
seven players from Tarrant County, trying 
to keep the metroplex players at home. 

IMPACT SIGNEES: JC OL transfers 
Chuck Wills (6-4, 310), Brandon Hickman 
(6-4, 260) and Bart Epperson (6-3, 260) will 
challenge for starting jobs. Dustin Day (6-6, 
300) of Fort Worth Haltom will also jump 
in the fray. 

THE JEWELS: TE Jay Davern is one 
that got away from the Baylor Bears. He's eas- 
ily the best prospect TCU signed. The Horned 
Frogs recruited three tight ends in going 
back to the basics, including Ryan Tucker of 
Midland Lee and Richard Wooten of Fort 
Worth Paschal, a pair of Top 100 prospects, 

THE SLEEPERS: WR-TE Troy 
Williams of little Class A Calvert led his 
team to the state track championship as a 
junior and was an All-Stater in basketball. 
In football, he was a rare two-way All-

THE SLEEPER: WR Isaac Bell of 
Nacogdoches helped his team to the play- 
offs for the first time in more than a decade. 
With the Cougars’ passion for throwing, if 
he’s good, UH quarterbacks will find him. 


| 8. SMU: 

The Mustangs had little time to | 
enjoy last year’s 5-6 record because of the | 
| loss of 32 seniors. Unfortunately, it appears 
the Mustangs might be starting over, much | 
as they did after the NCAA death penalty. 
Coach Tom Rossley brought in five new 
assistants in February, which didn’t help 
the continuity. Looking at the class signed, | 
there’s not enough Top 100 prospects to fill 
the voids. It could be a good class — in four 
years — but the Mustangs don’t have that 
kind of time. Or do they? 

“The commitment is here to win,” 
Rossley said. “That’s the thing that excites 
me. SMU has a great tradition. My goal is to 
win with student-athletes who will gradu- 
ate. We don’t want to coach a player for a 
year or two and not have him with us for 
his junior and senior years.” 

IMPACT SIGNEES: OL Dray Wilson of

SULLIVAN Looks AHEAD, Not BEHIND

Pat Sullivan's debut 
season as a major college 
{H head coach brought a 
wealth of experience. 
Unfortunately for Sullivan, the vast 
majority of those lessons in life were nega- 
tive. For the first time in his athletic career, 
the 1971 Heisman Trophy winner found his 
path littered with rocks, not gold. 

Start with a 2-8-1 record that began 
with a disconcerting 24-7 pasting at the hands 
of New Mexico and an equally shocking 17-17 
tie at home against Western Michigan. 

Wrap up the forgettable mess with a 
37-10 thrashing by eventual Southwest 
Conference champion Texas AGM. 

In between stood a 31-28 loss to Texas 
Tech despite the fact that TCU scored two 
touchdowns in the final 2:34 before the 
Horned Frogs watched in horror as the Red 
Raiders scored the go-ahead TD with :03 left. 

Nevertheless, Sullivan insists that 
while 1992 may have tested his resolve, he 
has no regrets as he gears up for his second 
season in Cowtown. 

“No question that last season was the 
most frustrating year in some respects that 
T’ve ever had in athletics,” says Sullivan, 
gazing out his office window at a sunny 
spring morning. “I've never been associated 
with a team that won as few games. 

“On the other hand, the season was 
rewarding because the kids were hanging in 
games at the end of a disappointing year. 
We were developing some unity. Things are 
on the upswing.” 

Sullivan and the coaching staff have 
been accentuating the positives to the 
holdovers from last year’s group. Leading 
off the highlight tape was the 23-14 upset 
of Texas, TCU’s first victory over the 
Longhorns in 25 years. 

The Horned Frogs also beat 
Oklahoma State, 13-11; extended Houston 


before falling, 49-46; and only trailed Texas 
A&M after three quarters, 16-7. 

From a personal standpoint, Sullivan 
found that not all TCU boosters viewed him 
as the savior of Horned Frog football. 

Sullivan's reserved personality was a 
radical change from his predecessor, the 
ebullient Jim Wacker. Monday morning 
quarterbacks questioned Sullivan's play- 
calling, a task he will retain this season. 
Early in the season, confusion seemed to 
rule the TCU sidelines. 

To the charge that he’s no Wacker, 
Sullivan can only plead guilty. There are 
few better baloney salesmen in the country 
than Wacker, now running the show at the 
University of Minnesota. 

“Coach Wacker had people who were 
on his side and people who weren't,” 
Sullivan said. “There are people who I know

like me and people who don’t. Lou Holtz 
and Jimmy Johnson are the same way. I 
don’t have any doubts that we're doing 
things the right way, and that we have the 
right people in place to get the job done.” 

Sullivan will tackle that task with a 
young cast. TCU welcomes back only three 
senior starters from last year’s team. That, 
of course, may not be a bad thing consider- 
ing the '92 output of two victories, 

Essential to the Horned Frogs’ suc- 
cess will be the production of three new 
faces among the offensive starters, 

Quarterback Leon Clay, running back 
Curtis Modkins and wide receiver Stephen 
Shipley were departing seniors who represent- 
ed 9,961 yards in total offense and 68 touch- 
downs in their four years together as the heart 
of the Horned Frogs’ offense. 

That trio also absorbed considerable 
heat for TCU’s offensive failures. In particu- 
lar, the oft-injured Clay was singled out for 
criticism. Clay's strong suit was his scram- 
bling and freelancing ability, talents dimin- 
ished by injury and by Sullivan’s structured 
pro-set offense. 

Enter sophomore Max Knake, who 
played in seven games as a freshman. 
Knake, who completed 32 of 73 attempts 
for 379 yards, three touchdowns and three 
interceptions, walks the walk and talks the 
talk. Can he back it up on the field? That is 
one key to TCU’s season. 

“T think I've come a long way as far 
as leadership is concerned,” said Knake, a 
better pocket passer than Clay. “I wasn’t 
sure how to do that last year around older 
players who were more experienced. There 
are a lot of new faces that people aren't 
used to seeing around here, We're making 
it clear that we're the leaders of this team 
now.” 

Those are welcome words to 
Sullivan, a former quarterback who natu- 
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rally pays very close attention to the words 
and deeds of the man who'll probably take 
the bulk of TCU’s snaps in 1993, 

“Max has shown us that he'll do well,” 
Sullivan said. “He's our starting point. Our quar- 
terback is our CEO. He has to earn the confi- 
dence and the respect of the rest of the team.” 

Competing with Knake for the start- 
ing job are sophomore Scott 


field for virtually every spring snap. 

‘TCU needs frosh Ryan Tucker (6-5, 
230), the state’s top tight end recruit, to 
make an immediate impact. 

The Horned Frogs’ offensive line will 
rely heavily on a trio of junior college trans- 
fers to join holdover starters Boyd Milby (6- 
3, 275, center-guard) and Barrett Robbins 


holdover punter Kevin Cordesman are in the 
picture. As a punter, Cordesman must 
improve on his 35.9-yard average. 
Defensively, the situation is more 
secure with seven starters returning, 
including two seniors — strong safety Greg 
Evans and cornerback Rico Wesley. Depth 
is a major problem, however, as is replacing 
three key seniors — corner- 


McLeod and redshirt fresh- 
man Adam Wright. 
Freshmen Chance McCarty 
and Todd Stanford await 
their opportunities some- 
where down the line, 

Stepping in for 
Modkins (689 yards, three 
touchdowns) is junior Derrick 
Cullors, who had a productive 
92 season as a reserve. Cullors 
(5-11, 182) finished with 446 
yards rushing, had 16 running 
plays of 10 or more yards, and 
returned a kickoff 97 yards for 
a touchdown against SMU. 

“T know this is my big 
chance,” Cullors said. “We 
lost some key guys from last 
year, but I think we've got 
some guys who can step in, 
guys who came up with big 
plays last year.” 

Also on that list is wide 
receiver Jimmy Oliver (5-11, 
172), who in "92 finished with 
18 catches for 317 yards and 
five touchdowns. The fleet 
Oliver runs a 40-yard dash in 
less than 4.4 seconds, lending 
a game-breaking presence. 
Other experienced wide 
receivers are seniors Richard 
Woodley and Kyle McPherson. 

Another potential big- 
play contributor on offense is 
sophomore backup tailback 
Andre Davis (5-10, 180), who

Tight end is a major concern, 
Sophomore Greg Harriss, the only returnee 
with significant experience (eight catches in 
'92), blew out a knee playing volleyball. 
Redshirt freshman Chad Avery is also recover- 
ing from knee surgery. That left undersized 
sophomore Brian Collins (6-4, 220) on the 


(6-4, 300, guard). Newcomers Chuck Wills 
(6-3, 298, strong tackle), Bart Epperson (6- 
4, 270, guard) and Brandon Hickman (6-4, 
260, quick tackle) will have much to say 
about the success of TCU’s offense.

pressures last season. Junior Bryan Brooks 
(6-3, 260) added 37 tackles. 

“We've got to have some people who can 
come in and help,” Sullivan said. “We were pretty 
thin in our defensive line last year and it looks 
pretty much the same this season.” 

Other recruits who need to make 
major strides in preseason workouts if the 
Frogs are to address their depth concerns 
are one or two of the group of defensive 
linemen that includes Michael Carter (6-2, 
300), Bernard Oldham (son of former 
Nebraska and Atlanta Falcons tight end 
Junior Miller), Aaron Burton, Gaylon 
Hyder, Michael Janak and Fred Johnson. 

In addition to Tucker, freshmen 
Richard Wooten and Matthew Shane will 
receive extensive auditions. 

The coaching staff will also keep an eye 
ona trio of freshman running backs: Chris 
Jeffrey, Marcus Sanders and Koi Woods.

Along the offensive line, three new 
faces join the trio of junior college trans- 
fers: Dustin Day (6-6, 300), David Towson 
and Mark Cortez. 

Sullivan is banking on overcoming 
youth and lack of numbers with enthusi- 
asm. He says that after his first-season 
shakedown cruise, the players know what 
to expect from him, and he has a much bet- 
ter grasp of the team’s limitations and over- 
all personality. 

“T couldn't have asked for a better 
attitude during the off-season,” Sullivan 
said. “There's a unity starting to build 
between the players and coaches.” 

Sullivan knows patience will be a 
valuable virtue. With only 24 upperclass- 
men on the roster, Sullivan has plenty of 
spots to offer high school prospects in the 
next two critical recruiting classes. 

Meanwhile, he knows his team must 
manage to be competitive if he hopes to win 
the minds and hearts of Horned Frog fans. 
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“T see us on the upswing,” Sullivan 
said. “We're upgrading our facilities. We're 
expanding the weight room and training 
area. We're looking at the long range pic- 
ture and not the quick fix.” 

TCU’s schedule starts with a bang: 
the University of Oklahoma on Sept. 4 at 
Amon Carter Stadium. The Horned Frogs 
also will be hard-pressed to avoid their 
yearly November swoon. The November 
schedule dictates back-to-back road games 
against Texas Tech and Texas before the 
season concludes against SWC-favorite 
Texas A&M at Fort Worth on Nov. 20. 

Unlike Wacker, Sullivan keeps his 
preseason outlook close to the vest. You'll 
get no outlandish quotes or headline grab- 
bing slogans out of Sullivan. 

“I know we're not there yet,” 
Sullivan says. “We're still away. But we're 
not going to be satisfied until we're in the 
top group. And we’re making strides to get 
there. I have no doubt we’re going to see 
the results in the next few seasons.”

Pat Sullivan might have been tempted to stroll the TCU campus on April afternoons, issuing invitations to healthy 
lads interested in strapping on pads and helmets for spring drils 

The Horned Frogs were down to one tight end. Brian Collins, an undersized 220-pounder, was forced to play almost 
every down. Sullivan also faced depleted numbers at linebacker and defensive line. Injuries and the temporary loss of a 
few key skill position players to the track team forced the Horned Frogs to conduct spring drils with less than 60 bodies. 

The lack of depth forced TCU to modify the rules of its annual Purple-White spring game, making the exercise 
much more of a scrimmage than a game. “I couldn't ask for a better attitude,” Sullivan said as the spring schedule of 15 
practices and scrimmages wound down. “We've improved every day, every week 

“Our questions are our depth and youth, We've got about 55 kids out there for practice and everybody else has 
from 75 to 120. We can't have any real key injuries. The good Lord has got to take care of us. It's going to take us anoth- 


er class or two to get our numbers up." 


Hits of the spring were redshirt freshman wide receiver John Washington and junior outside linebacker Reggie 
Anderson. In one scrimmage, Washington had five receptions for 103 yards, In addition, he had a 46-yarder called back 
due to a penalty. Anderson contributed 11 tackles in two different scrimmages. 

Also impressive were a pair of sophomores: running back Andre Davis and quarterback Max Knake. Davis proba- 
bly earned additional playing time as the backup behind tailback Derrick Cullors. Knake solidified his position atop the 


depth chart as the successor to Leon Clay. 


Sullivan also used the spring to solidify a series of positional switches along the offensive line. 


He also needed to iron out changes in responsibility 
within the coaching staff and to incorporate the abilities of 
new assistants Steve Brickey (wide receivers) and Tommy 
Raye (defensive ends/special teams). 

As for the players on hand, Sullivan said he was 
fully satistied with their spring progress. “There isn't any 
question about this team’s attitude, work habits and dedi- 
cation in the off-season,” Sullivan said. “The results are 
evident, But remember, we had a long way to go, too. We 
have to keep on.”

Rice Hores To Resounp Without Coss

Slowly, Fred 
Goldsmith walks down 
the ramp leading from 
. _ the locker room to the 
floor of Rice Stadium for 
the first workout of the 
spring. There's a slight 
smile on the coach’s face as he engages in 
casual banter with members of his staff. 

Nothing different from the ritual 
during his first four years at Rice. Yet 
something is missing. Something this time 
is strange and slightly awry. 

Not until Goldsmith walks under the 
goal posts and onto the artificial carpet cov- 
ering the stadium floor does it come into 
clear focus just what is missing. Nowhere 
among the flood of football players is the 
familiar No. 45. 

Nowhere in evidence is tailback 
Trevor Cobb, the young man who during 
the previous four years became nearly as 
proficient at exploiting enemy defenses as 
the most prolific running back in 
Southwest Conference history, Darren 
Lewis of Texas AGM. 

Cobb is only 5-9 and 190 pounds. 
But from the moment he left nearby 
Pasadena Dobie High School as Goldsmith's 
first recruit in 1989, Cobb cast a giant shadow 
over Rice football and guided the Owls from 
obscurity to a 6-5 record in 1992, their first 
winning season in 29 years. 

Now, he is missing. Gone. 
Graduated. Off chasing the dream of every 
youngster who ever laced on a pair of foot- 
ball cleats — a career in the NFL. 

“We'll obviously miss him” said 
Goldsmith. “But that’s college football. He’s 
gone on to other things,” Cobb was the 
conference Offensive Player-of-the-Year in 
most polls a year ago. He was a finalist for 
the Doak Walker Award after having won it 
the year before. 


He is the SWC career leader in all- 
purpose yardage (6,512) and came within 
65 yards of surpassing Lewis for total yards 
gained on the ground in an SWC career. 

As a sophomore, Cobb became the 
first Rice running back to gain 1,000 yards in 
aseason. He is the first Owl to amass 1,000 
yards or more in three successive seasons. 

In 1991 alone, Cobb set or tied no 
fewer than 17 school and conference records. 

Now, he’s just a piece of history. 
“Well, I'm glad we had Trevor for four 
years,” says center Tom Hetherington, a 
senior. “I hope we could’ve done all this 
without him. We've got a great football 
team. The whole team is good — the kick- 
ing game, offense and defense. We've got 
some good players. 

“Trevor's definitely helped bring us a 
lot of attention and he’s done a wonderful

job here. But, yeah, I think we could've 
been successful without him. I sure hope so, 
because I’m here again for one more year.” 

Cobb's absence means Rice's offense 
will take on a new look. But Goldsmith says 
the face-lift won't be dramatic. 

“The offense, even last season as time 
went on, didn’t depend on Trevor as much as we 
did when he was younger,” Goldsmith says. 

Cobb was THE offense throughout 
most of his first two seasons. But with an 
influx of talented receivers and then-fresh- 
man Josh LaRocca emerging at quarterback 
two years ago, the offense took on the look 
of an investment banker's portfolio — 
diversified. 

LaRocca started the first two games 
last season before breaking the collarbone on 
his throwing arm at Duke. He underwent 
surgery and missed the rest of the year. 

Ordinarily, that might have meant 
curtains for the Owls. But junior transfer 
Bert Emanuel was patiently waiting on the 
sidelines. And when he stepped in, what 
had been a potent offense began to explode 
four games later. 

True, Rice lost 35-9 to then fifth- 
ranked Texas A&M in that sixth game. “But 
Bert became a bona fide college quarter- 
back,” Goldsmith says. 

Emanuel completed 11 of 25 passes 
for 143 yards and kept the Aggie defense on 
its toes while using the option to gain 
another 45 yards on the ground. 

Afterward, the Houston Langham 
Creek product would admit he had finally 
caught up to the college game after spend- 
ing most of the previous three years on the 
bench, first at UCLA, then at Rice. 

“The game really slowed down for 
me,” he says. “I began to see things on the 
field a lot better.” 

Emanuel and Cobb teamed to give 
the Owls a look and a style that was unnerv-

ing for most of the teams they faced toward 
the end of the season. Pack the middle to 
try and stop Cobb, and Emanuel would 
burst free on the flanks or pitch a pass 
downfield. 

Stack up on the outside or blitz to 
try and negate Emanuel, and Cobb would 
tear through the middle for a sizeable gain. 

Rice, after losing to

“We've told them to just go out and 
be yourselves,” Goldsmith said. “We don’t 
need them to carry the whole team. They've 
just got to go out and do their job for us to 
be successful.” 

Rice averaged 380.5 yards and 26.7

The re-emergence of LaRocca is fur- 
ther cause for optimism. 

“The thing is that both of them, Josh 
and Bert, can do the same type of things,” 
says Goldsmith. 

“Both of them can sit on the corner, 
they can run the option. They both are 
strong passers. So there's no dropoff in the

(439.1 per game) a year ago. Although 
Goldsmith crowed throughout the campaign 
about his scoring defense, the Owls were vul- 
nerable, allowing 23.7 points a game. 

Passing offenses continually 
thrashed Rice. SMU threw for 393 yards and 
two touchdowns on the Owls. 

Even Sam Houston State, an NCAA 
Division I-AA team from the Southland 
Conference, threw for 259 yards and a pair of TDs. 

Texas Tech, although a 34-3 loser, 
passed for 273 yards and gained 403 total 
yards. Baylor shredded Rice for 515 total 
yards (161 through the air). 

And Houston experienced an offen- 
sive orgy. Klingler completed 46 of 71 pass- 
es for 613 yards and seven TDs. UH rolled 
up 777 total yards. 

‘There were, however, some bright 
spots on defense. The Owls were much 
improved over the previous year at rushing 
the passer. They recorded 21 quarterback 
sacks and 18 interceptions. 


Goldsmith promises brighter days to 
come. 

The Owls, with three returning 
starters, have plenty of experience and tal- 
ent in the secondary. Cornerback Sean 
Washington (5-11, 180) received All-SWC 
mention as a junior. 

And Goldsmith expects Nathan 
Bennett and Jeff Sowells to experience sim- 
ilar success this year. Where the Owls may 
be near-invincible is at inside linebacker. 
Junior Emmett Waldron (6-2, 220) is about 
ready to turn the SWC on its ear. Born in 
Treland, Waldron led Rice linebackers with 
102 tackles and two interceptions. 

He had his right shoulder surgically 
repaired in January and was used sparingly 
during the spring, but is expected to be at 
full strength by the fall. 

Sophomores Joe Davis (6-1, 210) and 
Jeff Mercer (6-1, 220) comprise an impos- 
ing tandem at the other inside spot. They 
combined for 50 tackles while being worked 
into the lineup slowly. 
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Alonzo Williams, Rice’s most consis- 
tent blitzer and a four-year starter, has 
graduated at “Bandit” outside linebacker. 
But sophomore Larry Izzo had an excellent 
spring and should prove adequate as 
Williams’ replacement. 

On the line, the Owls lost their top two 
tacklers — end Shawn Alberding and nose 
guard Matt Sign. However, senior tackle 
Corey Seymour (6-3, 255) and junior end 
Deric Rutherford (6-2, 220) have shown big- 
play capabilities and should provide a formida- 
ble anchor for the necessary retooling. 

Sophomore Brynton Goynes (6-4, 
245) may be a “find” filling in for Alberding.

“T think the pressure will be there 
again because as usual people won't pick us.

Chad Patton. “For us to be successful we 
have to come together.

The new identity also comes in the 
form of new coaches.

‘The players and the coaches were 
among the last vestiges of the team Gregg 
built when he coached SMU in its first two 
seasons after the death penalty. Gregg hired 
eight of the coaches on Rossley’s staff from

coaches Rossley wanted to fire. One of the 
coaches on the way out was Gregg’s son, 
Forrest, Jr., a special teams and running 
backs coach. 

The rift became so bad, with rumors: 
circulating that Gregg actually fired Rossley, 
that SMU president A. Kenneth Pye interced- 
ed, Pye requested the parties to list their job 
duties and stay within those boundaries, 

‘The tensions between Rossley and 
Gregg cooled before signing day. It also 
didn’t hurt that Rossley decided to keep 
Forrest, Jr., on the staff. 

The coaching changes improved the 
Mustangs staff, said other SWC coaches pri- 
vately. Four of the previous coaches — 
offensive line coach Billy Kidd, secondary 
coach Tim Lewis, defensive line coach Mike 
Washburn and Gregg — were in their first 
collegiate jobs. 

The new staff has extensive experi- 
ence and either has experience coaching or 
playing in Texas or at schools with tough 
academic standards like SMU. 

Although the changes created an uproar 
at SMU, they have also made for an enthusias- 
tic spring. Players had to earn the respect of 
the new coaches and that created competition. 

“There is a different attitude here,” 
SMU defensive tackle Byron Bonds said, 
“Nobody wants to have a drop-off. I think 
the new coaches have picked up the inten- 
sity and aggressiveness we have in practice. 
They expect big things and so do we. 

“T think it’s a positive change that can 
help us take the program to the next level. There 
area lot of people competing in practice.” 

Nowhere is the competition more 
intense than on offense where SMU will find a 
starting quarterback from either sophomore 
Mark Eldred, redshirt freshman Ramon 
Flanigan or incoming freshman Chris James. 

The plus for the Mustangs is all three 
candidates have mobility, something that 
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SMU's post-death penalty quarterbacks 
lacked. Flanigan has the most mobility and 
the strongest arm. 

Flanigan showed potential early in 
the season when he almost led SMU back in 
the second half of a 13-12 loss to Tulane in

1991. SMU opened the season by holding its 
first four opponents under 20 points. 

The starting unit on the defensive 
line consists of seniors led by Patton and 
Bonds. Patton led the team with eight sacks 
and is one of the team’s more intense play- 
ers. Patton had 46 tackles and 12 of those 
tackles were for losses. 

Next to Patton is Bonds, who started 
to come on late last season. Bonds (6-4, 
285) lost some weight and regained the 
quickness he showed as a freshman. 

The defensive line has solid defensive 
ends in part-time starters Adam Voyles and 
Byron Slaughter. 

The problem area for the defense is 
linebacker. SMU lost 868 career tackles in 
inside linebackers Bill Kiely and Jason 
Bednarz. SMU also lost outside linebacker 
Mike Henderson. 

The only proven linebacker SMU has 
is junior B.J. Stankovich, who sat out last 
season with academic problems. 
Stankovich had 17 tackles in his sopho- 
more season and the coaches love his abili- 


ty to contain runners. 

Cagan Morgan, Craig Swann and 
Eric Tomlin all saw time as freshmen and 
showed they are capable of contributing. 
Morgan had 13 tackles in the seven games 
he played. SMU also returns oft-injured 
junior inside linebacker Scott Fly, who sat 
out most of last season with a foot injury. 

This is another area where a true 
freshman or redshirt freshman can see 
some time. Redshirt Wilbert Mitchell could 
crack the starting lineup and true freshmen 
Sacha Emanuel and Warwick Woodard 
could see playing time. 

SMU’s deepest position is the sec- 
ondary which returns cornerback Marcus 
Malonson and strong safety Richie Butler. 

Malonson is SMU’s most experienced 
player in the secondary and the only starter 
from the team that played Rice on Sept. 2, 
1989, SMU’s first game back from the death 
penalty. Knee injuries have hampered 
Malonson’s career, but he will have depend- 
able depth behind him for the first time. 

Butler, who also overcame a major 
knee injury in his career, was the unsung 
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hero of last season. A licensed minister, 
Butler was third on the team with 76 tack- 
les and had a 62-yard interception return 
for a touchdown against Texas Tech. 

Junior free safety Rodney Watkins 
and sophomore cornerback Cornell Parker 
saw quality time as backups last season and 
performed well. Parker saw more time than 
any other freshman last season. 

Cornerback Michael Artmore, a key 
player who played in 1991 but missed the 
1992 season with a torn anterior cruciate 
ligament in his left knee, played well in the 
spring, giving SMU plenty of depth. 

The question around SMU is if this 
team is ready to take the program to anoth- 
er level. That should be answered early. The 
Mustangs have stepped up their non-con- 
ference schedule and will play Arkansas, 
Missouri and Wisconsin.

SPRING UPDATE 


Linebacker B.J. Stankovich and defensive backs Jonathan Dupree, Troy Williams and Michael Artmore didn’t play last 
season for different reasons, but all four have returned and played well in the spring. 

Stankovich, who was academically suspended last season, has stepped into a role as the starting outside linebacker. 
Artmore came back from reconstructive knee surgery and was one of the more active players in the spring and should start 
Dupree missed the season because he was suspended by the schoo! for the fall semester for abuse of a university-issued book- 
card, Dupree should give the Mustangs added depth at comerback. Wiliams sat out mast of last season because of an accelerated 
heartbeat condition. He had a laser surgery procedure performed to correct the problem and was able to play the entire spring. 

“They will really bolster our defense, SMU coach Tom Rossley said. "I really lke our depth at defensive back this year" 

Cornerback Marcus Malonson and starting left guard Jeremy Stout id not participate in spring drills because of a knee 
injuries but are expected to be ready to go by the fall. Also running back Kevin Shepard missed the last week of practice and 
the spring game because of a strained knee ligament. The knee will not require surgery and Shepard will make a run at be- 
‘coming SMU's first 1,000-yard rusher since Reggie Dupard in 1985. 

But the Mustangs cut down on the number of serious knee injuries in part because of a new weight program by first- 
‘year strength and conditioning coach Mark Leitgeb and more drills on grass. Last season five starters missed spring drills be~ 
cause they were returning from major knee surgery. 

Freshman defensive back Nathan Scott and wide receiver Regurian Bagley did not participate in spring drills in order to 
concentrate on academics. Rossley gave scholarships to punter Larry Israel and inside receiver John Biggins, 

‘SMU will play three games on grass this season, which is the most SMU has played since 1986 when SMU played at 


Arizona State and Notre Dame. The Mustangs will open the season at the Cotton Bow! against Arkansas on Sept. 4. 


Cotton Bow! has replaced its artificial turf for grass because 
itis hosting the World Cup soccer tournament. SMU will 
also play at TCU and Navy. The Mustangs won their first 
game on grass since 1984 (Nevada-Las Vegas) when they 
defeated New Mexico 20-13 last season.

Tt was one of the SWC’s few bright spots. Check out some of 
these scores: Michigan 61, Houston 7; Colorado 57, Baylor 38; 
Oklahoma 34, Texas Tech 9; New Mexico 2°, TCU 7; Mississippi State 
28, Texas 10; N.C. State 48, Texas Tech 13; and Miami 45, TCU 10. 

Baylor beat Georgia Tech, 31-27, and upset Arizona in the 
John Hancock Bowl, 20-15, but even the Bears droppe a 10-9 
game at home to Louisiana Tech. 


A DESIRE TO PLAY 


Instead of riding the bench, some players elect to give up the 
position they love to get what they really want — playing time.

Houston’s Donald Douglas, who transfereed from the 
University of Florida two years ago to compete for the glamour spot 
of quarterback in the run-and-shoot, will start at strong safety. 

Texas’ Thomas Baskin, a junior college All-American at tight 
end, could be starting at defensive end for the Longhorns. 

SMU lineman Tony Ned, who was showing an aggressive 
nature on defense, was moved to offense in hopes of improving the 
Ponies’ lightweight rushing attack. 

Baylor’s Kendrick Bell, who helped his high school team win 
a 4A state title at Chapel Hill, has given up tailback for cornerback. 
“T love hitting rather than being hit,” he said. 


NOTEWORTHY 


Where are the fans: The SWC averaged 36,100 fans per game 
last year, its lowest level since 1973. The conference slipped from 
sixth to seventh in attendance among major conferences, falling 
behind the Big East, which averaged 38,845. 

Rare day: When three of the SWC’s three private schools — 
Rice, Texas Christian and Southern Methodist — all won on Nov. 7 
last year, it was the first time that’s happened since Nov. 12, 1949. 

New commish, new hope: Steve Hatchell, formerly with the 
Orange Bowl, took over as SWC commissioner on April 1. His fresh ideas 
are expected to spruce up the conference's image. One rumor had the 
SWC courting Memphis State and Louisville as new members.

Parting shot: When UH athletic director Rudy Davalos took 
the same job at New Mexico, he was quoted as saying he didn’t 
think the SWC could last more than a couple of years. His state- 
ments ruffled the feathers of the SWC faithful, but Davalos’ 
thoughts are shared by many fans as Texas and Texas AGM are the 
only draws in football. 

Remember the name: The last SWC player to score a touchdown 
in the Mobil Cotton Bowl was Billy Winston of Arkansas against 
Tennessee in 1990, and Arkansas isn’t even in the conference any more. 
A&M and UT have lost the last three Cotton Bowls by an 84-8 margin. 

Staying put: Texas AGM running backs coach Gary Kubiak 
turned down an offer to rejoin Dan Reeves with the New York 
Giants of the NFL. Kubiak was the backup quarterback to John 
Elway in Denver for Reeves. 

Smart moves: Several of SMU’s new assistants have worked or 
played at colleges with stiff academic requirements. Defensive line 
coach Tommy Adams played at Rice; offensive line coach George 
Warhop coached at Vanderbilt; receivers coach Vincent White played at 
Stanford; and defensive assistant Bill Maskill coached at Wake Forest. 

Only seven players from the SWC went in the NFL Draft. 
Standouts overlooked were Rice’s Trevor Cobb, Texas Tech's Tracy 
Saul and Houston's Freddie Gilbert. Cobb, who was the SWC’s sec- 
ond leading rusher, signed with the Kansas City Chiefs as a free 
agen.. Saul is the all-time interception leader and Gilbert led the 
nation in receiving two years ago. 


MORE BAD NEWS 


The off-field problems that have haunted the SWC in recent years 
raised their ugly heads in April when NCAA investigators descended on 
the University of Houston amid accusations by a fired assistant coach and 
former players that Coach John Jenkins violated NCAA rules, 

One of the revelations brought forth by former assistant 
Steve Staggs was that Jenkins spliced shots of topless women into 
game films as innocent fun. While not an NCAA violation, it was 
considered sexual harassment by several groups. 

Charges brought forward by Staggs and the former players 
included: organized summer practices; paying tuition and books 
for a recruit; and incorrectly stating the school’s graduation rates 
for football players. 


BATTER UP 


Jeff Granger, the ace left-hander on Texas A&M's baseball 
team, was 8-0 as a quarterback last year before Corey Pullig took 
over. Granger gave up football for good after the season to concen- 
trate on baseball, where he led the Aggies to a No. 1 ranking. 

Having quarterbacks play baseball is nothing new to the SWC. 

Shea Morenz, last year’s No. 1 quarterback recruit in the 
state and heir apparent at UT, took part in spring drills and played 
baseball for the Longhorns. 

Rice quarterback Bert Emanuel, who led the Owls to their 
first winning season in 29 years, also spent the spring running 
from the football field to the baseball diamond. 


A HEAVY SHADE OF MAROON 
Since 1985 A&M has been to eight bowls and the rest of the 
other seven teams have only combined for 11, led by Baylor with five. 
A&M has an overall record of 75-22-1 (.773) and a league 
mark of 52-8-1 (.861). Baylor is next with a 56-35-1 (.615) overall 
mark and a 35-25-1 (582) SWC record.
